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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN

This is a time of year in which to take inventory. 


It was ten years ago when the Town voted to create a Department of 
Public Works, placing the former highway, water, park, tree, as well as 


several other departments, under a Superintendent, answerable only to the 
Selectmen. 


Because of the Town’s growth during the intervening years, it is difficult, 
if not impossible, to make before-and-after budget comparisons. Never- 
theless, we are satisfied that the unified control of policy making and pro- 
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gramming of projects, work assignments and equipment use has resulted 
in consistent policies, greater efficiency and better services for the Town. 


In addition, the wisdom of the three-year old decision of the Selectmen 
primarily to confine the operations of the Department of Public Works to 
important and necessary maintenance work and to let out major construc- 
tion projects to private contractors is best demonstrated by the Warrant 
Committee’s recent request, which is still under consideration, that the 
few types of construction work still undertaken by the Department should 
also be let out. 


This year witnessed the start or completion of four major capital im- 
provements and a radical change in the Town’s appearance. 


First, a symbol of the past — the 80-year old Town Hall — was re- 
placed by a modern, efficient Town Office Building. The Municipal Build- 
ing Committee, headed by Mr. George J. Bernstein, is to be commended 
for a job well done, oft-times under the most trying of conditions. 


Secondly, with the start of the construction of a standpipe in East Sharon 
and provision for the replacement of old, under-sized water mains in the 
older sections of Town, we have taken a giant step forward in the im- 
provement of the Town’s water system. 


Third, the drainage system, presently being constructed in Cedar Swamp, 
should, when completed, solve both the surface drainage and sewage dis- 
posal problems that have long plagued the residents of that area. 


Fourth, relocation of Beach Street and the replacement of the old road 
with sand have accomplished the enlargement of the public beach, the 
primary concern of the Lake-front Study Committee, and the retention 
of a through-way, the principal interest of a majority of the voters. With 
the reconciliation of these different objectives, we should now be able to 
proceed step by step with the orderly improvement of the beach. 


Finally, there can be no question but that because of Route I-95, a por- 
tion of which is already in use, Sharon will never be quite the same. 


Gravel pit operators, supplying materials for the construction of Route 
I-95, have been a constant source of irritation, trouble and expense for 
the Town. Undoubtedly they would, if permitted, strip Sharon bare and 
leave it a desolate waste-land. Possibly, as they move farther and farther 
from Sharon, the problems, which they have created, will disappear with 
them. But we cannot be certain that others will not replace them. Since 
we fail to see how any gravel pit operators can conceivably benefit the 
Town, we are going to oppose unalterably the issuance of any more permits. 


Moreover, the completion of the high-speed through-way bisecting the 
Town may create protection of person and property problems necessitating 
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an increase in the police and fire departments. Only the passage of time 
can tell. 


One thing is certain. The substantial reduction in travel time between 
Sharon and large urban communities, such as Providence, will unquestion- 
ably make Sharon an even more attractive place for people to live and 
industry to locate. Whether the expected increases in population and 
industry will benefit the Town, remains to be seen. 


As the year draws to a close, we gratefully recognize the cooperation 
received from all Town officials, department heads and committees. 


At the same time, we publicly acknowledge the indebtedness of the 
Town to Mr. and Mrs. Alfred E. Powell, who were compelled, because of 
Mr. Powell’s business commitments, to move close to New York City. 
Their years of devoted service to the townspeople — the former first as a 
member of the Warrant Committee and then as a Selectman, and the 
latter as a member of the School Committee — have made Sharon a much 
better place in which to live.

Election of Town Officers, March 2, 1964 


Pursuant to the provisions of the Warrant of January 16, 1964, the 
inhabitants of the Town of Sharon qualified to vote in elections and Town 
affairs met in the High School Gymnasium at 6 o'clock A.M., March 2, 
1964.

Ballot Box was shown to be empty, registering 
zero, box locked and keys delivered to Bernard Coffey, Police Officer, for 
the day. Balloting proceeded until 8:00 P.M. when the polls were de- 
clared closed. Ballots cast were checked with ballots on hand and shown to 
be 5000.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


DONALD ATKINSON, Superintendent 


In 1964 this Department completed regular scheduled routine main- 
tenance and construction projects and coordinated all contract work. An 
outline of routine work is included in the divisional reports. The high- 
lights of construction work are as follows: 


1. Beach St. relocation and lakefront expansion. 

2. Cedar Swamp drainage ditch. 

3. Enlargement of water mains on Deerfield Road to service elevated 
tank and construction of an access road. 

4. Construction of elevated tank. 


Due to the increasing demands of a growing population it has become 
necessary to thoroughly review all existing programs and to recommend 
revision in several. The proposed water extension program which would 
extend to 19743 should be adopted. This would include extension of water 
mains to previously unserviced areas, cross tying and increasing the size of 
existing mains and improvement of pumping facilities. A program for side- 
walk construction extending to 1971 has also been prepared. To further 
meet the needs of our expanding population I would like to make the fol- 
lowing additional recommendations: 


1. Continuation of the equipment replacement program. 


2. Continuation of the lakefront expansion. 
3. Addition of two-way radio equipment. 


In closing, I would: like to thank all Town Departments, the Public 
Works employees, and, in particular, the Board of Selectmen for their 
cooperation and support throughout the year. 
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HIGHWAY DIVISION 


C. FRED WILLIAMS, Superintendent 


The Highway Division includes amongst its functions road construction; 
road maintenance (patching, sealing with liquids and hot mixes); installa- 
tion of drainage; drainage maintenance; sidewalk construction; sidewalk 
maintenance; cemetery maintenance; planting and maintenance of trees; 
maintenance of Town Dump; maintenance of parks; insect pest and ivy 
control; rubbish collection; disposal of dead animals; snow and ice control; 
maintenance of railroad underpass; maintenance of street signs and signals 
and road sweeping. The Division is also called upon by other departments 
to do various jobs throughout the year. 


In 1964 the Division completed all projects assigned to it with the ex- 
ception of a sidewalk construction project which was slowed down by 
inclement weather. This was 75 per cent completed, however, and will be 


finished in the spring of 1965.

A face lifting also took place at the winter 
recreational area which is located in the Noble Pit area at the end of 
Oakland Rd. New benches were installed, a guard was put in place around 
the fireplace, the parking area was enlarged, a large area adjacent to Oak- 
land Rd. was cleared for coasting and skiing and a new hockey rink was 
constructed. These facilities should be welcomed and enjoyed by many 
during the winter months.

CARE OF TREES 


C. FRED WILLIAMS, Tree Warden 
JAMES LEIGHTON, Deputy 
Tree maintenance was carried out throughout the Town with the greatest 
concentration of effort being put in the southeast quarter. This consisted 


of the removal of dead wood, broken limbs and the complete removal of 
diseased or hazardous trees.

To offset the removal of trees the Department carries on a replacement 
program each year. The program was bolstered this year by the planting 
of 74 trees by the Boston Edison Co. These trees were replacements for 
the ones removed in 1963 due to the installation of their 13.8 KV distri- 
bution system. 


INSECT PEST AND IVY CONTROL 


This year, due to inclement weather, high winds and poor equipment 
the Department eliminated the dormant spray for the elms but did some 
foliage spraying to control the beetles. Next year the spraying will be 
contracted out to a professional tree company with modern equipment and 
this should result in better control of the beetle and possibly the spread of 
the Dutch Elm disease. 


Sprays this year were held to a minimum and consequently little poison 
ivy spraying was accomplished. Few requests were received for sprays 
but some recreational areas were treated to eliminate the hazard to children. 


Mosquito control was carried on in conjunction with the Notfolk 
County Mosquito Control Project. Aerial sprays were accomplished, catch 
basins and swamp areas were treated. Culverts were kept open and Town 
forces cleaned the brooks from Lake Massapoag to Devils Brook. 
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PARK DIVISION 
JOSEPH AMOROSINO, Recreation Director 


The Massapoag lakefront took on a new look this past season. A new 
road was built around the parking facilities extending from the traffic 
circle located at Pond St. and Massapoag Ave. to Gunhouse St. where it 
continues on as Beach St. The old road was torn up and new sand was 
brought in creating a larger beach front. A fence was put up around the 
lake area with one main gate for cars located at the center of the parking 
lot and two foot gates located at both ends of the beach. This area is now 
known as Sharon Memorial Park. 


The rules governing this area were passed by the Board of Selectmen. 
In addition to these rules are the general orders to be carried out by the 
Recreation director and his staff. These are: 


1. No car is allowed in parking area unless a car sticker is attached to 
rear window — except that bonafide persons fishing will be allowed to 
park in designated areas. 


2. No person is allowed on beach unless he has a tag visibly attached to 
his clothing. 


3. No person is allowed to place any obstruction (such as chairs) within 
‘five (5) feet of the water’s edge. 


4. Normal hours will be 9:00 A.M. to 6:00 P.M. When the temper- 
ature is above 85 degrees one gate guard shall stay on duty until sun- 
set. When temperature is above 90 degrees two gate guards shall stay 
on duty. 


5. When lakefront is kept open late all residents will be instructed to 
leave by 8:30 P.M. so that the area can be secured by 9:00 P.M. 


This program is set up under the direction of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Department of Public Works. The gate guards and lifeguards are 
supervised by the Recreation director. 


Any person desiring a copy of the rules and regulations covering Sharon 
Memorial Park may obtain it from the Public Work’s Office located in 
the Town Office Building. 


Report on Swimming Program 


The swimming program at Lake Massapoag is set up under the Sharon 
Civic Foundation as part of the Sharon Playground, and is taught under 
the Red Cross program of water safety instruction by qualified Red Cross 
personnel. In order for a youngster to participate in the program, he must 
first register at the Playground and pay the required fees. Registration for 
the swimming program takes place on the same day as the Playground 
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registration, usually late in June. The program runs for nine weeks and is 
divided into three sessions of three weeks each. The number of students 
that can be accommodated in each session is limited, and students are 
assigned on a first-come basis on the day of general registration. 


Assignments to specific classes within a session are made on the first 
day of each session. Each child is tested by one of the swimming instructors 
and, based upon the swimming ability shown at that time, is assigned. 
Thus, it is the student's ability at the time of testing, not past achievement, 
that determines class assignment. If a pupil does not show the necessary 
ability to participate in a class, even though he may have passed that 
particular class the year before, he may be asked to repeat. But, if a student 
has progressed rapidly enough between the yearly sessions, he can be 
allowed to skip one or more class levels.

DUTCH ELM DISEASE CONTROL 


Dutch Elm disease is caused by the fungus, Ceratocystis ulmi and un- 
fortunately, the American elm, our most valuable native elm shade tree, 
is one of the most severely affected. The heavy shade tree losses from 
Dutch Elm disease have resulted in numerous claims of protective or 
curative treatments. Many of these have been tested and proved to be of 
no practical value. In fact, some of these treatments have caused serious 
tree injurv. At the present time, no cure for Dutch Elm disease is known. 
More time and effort should be devoted to finding a cure for this most 
destructive disease. 
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This year, a total of 153 diseased or dead elm trees were removed from

The principle work during the year was the laying of a 16-inch pipe 
line a distance of 1,955 feet, from Hampton Road to the new 500,000 
gallon elevated tank which is being installed this year. This should be 
connected to the main pipe line during 1965. 


Also, 2000 feet of twelve-inch pipe was installed on Deerfield Road to 
connect to Bay Road. 


The Department replaced a two-inch pipe at Norfolk Place with an 
eight-inch asbestos cement pipe. The old pipe has been in use for 54 years. 


The Brockton Public Market laid an eight-inch asbestos cement pipe from 
the Foxboro 20-inch line at entrance of their 3,000,000 gallon standpipe 
to their property. 


The 12-inch steel welded pipe has been laid under the bridges on High 
Plain Street. Both sections have been tested and approved by the State 
Department of Public Works. 


Three hydrants have been relocated for the new Route I-95. Also 200 
feet of six-inch pipe was replaced at South Main Street by the State De- 
partment of Public Works. 


All hydrants have been tested and some packed and greased. Several will 
have to have new valves and drips this coming year. They should be 
painted and raised to grade. 


The doors at the three pumping stations have been smashed by vandals 
who damaged brand new meters to the value of $1000.00. 


The restriction of water was put into effect from May to August. The 
water level is still below normal due to the severe drought. 


There were 13 main pipes broken this year. They range in size from 
six-inch to twelve-inch. These pipe lines were laid by contractors. If this 
work had been done by our own Department, I personally believe this 
would not have happened.

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I would also advise all water takers to try their main stut-offs (next to 
meter) in the early fall and remedy any defect requiring the water to be 
shut off from the street, thus saving the Town and owners any unne¢esary 
expense. Cases have occurred where the street valve has been broken. in 
shutting off the water for testing purposes which, had it occurred with the 
ground frozen, would have taken one or two days to repair. This would 
prevent water damage to basement or recreation rooms. The owner is 
responsible for all damage that may occur on his property.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


ALBERT R. HORAN, JR., Chief 


During the year 1964, there was a total of two hundred two (202) re- 
ported auto accidents (20 more than in 1963). Of these accidents one 
hundred fifty-seven (157) were reported to the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
as required by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; sixty-nine (69) 
claimed personal injury and property damage; one hundred eight (108) 
claimed property damage only; twenty-three (23) claimed personal injury 
only. The remaining forty-five (45) were minor accidents. In the report 
of accidents released by this office, it was indicated that of the 202 accidents 
reported in the town, a total of 49 occurred on Route No. 1 at or near 
the intersection of Old Post Road (25 more than in 1963). Following 
in importance were North and South Main Streets where 30 mishaps 
occurred (8 less than in 1963). There was one motor vehicle fatality 
resulting from these accidents for the year 1964. 


The report also shows that 56 accidents occurred between the hours 
of 7:00 a.m. and 12:00 noon and 72 accidents between the hours of 1:00 
p.m. and 6:00 p.m.; Monday, Saturday and Sunday were the- most danger- 
ous days of the week when 100 accidents occurred. Sideswipe accidents 
were the leading type, totalling 62, more than one-fourth of all accidents. 
Rear-end collisions were second with a total of 56, and off-the-road ac- 
cidents followed with 37. As a result of the report, all motorists are 
cautioned to be especially alert when driving on Route No. 1 and Old 
Post Road, and in particular at those locations noted above. 


The department, during said year, responded to one hundred seventy- 
seven (177) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to 
and from the various hospitals. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. During the 
year, Chief Horan attended all regular and special meetings of the Massa- 
chusetts Police Chief’s Association, and also the annual convention of the 
New England Police Chief’s Association. 
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The department received sixty-three hundred nine (6309) telephone 
calls requesting information and registering complaints. 


Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported ninety- 
six (96) licenses as suspended or revoked and three (3) registrations re- 


voked. 


During the year the department made service on five hundred eighty- 
seven (587) outside summonses and warrants.

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All apparatus has been kept in good order, most of the work is done by 
the men on duty at the station. Some of the work on pumps will have 
to be done by the manufacturer. 


STATION: 


The new addition has provided a Communication room which ts now 
in working order; showers and a washroom also were added and four new 
beds have been put in the dormitory for the men. 


The new hose drying tower, which is now in use, also provides storage 
space for the two big air tanks that operate the fire alarm whistle. Next 
to the drying tower is a workshop where the men spend a lot of time work- 
ing on equipment and fire alarm boxes. 


RADIOS 


All radio sets have been checked and frequency tests taken for the 
Federal Communications Commission. Radio equipment in all trucks and 
Chief's car is in good working order. 


FIRE ALARM 


All fire alarm lines were inspected and tree limbs trimmed where neces- 
sary to prevent grounds in the system. The newly installed poles of the 
Boston Edison and N. E. Telephone companies made necessary the change 
over of the fire alarm system on 311 poles. Boxes 49 (680 South Main ) 
and 18 (Meadow Rd. at North Main) were changed over to the new 
three-fold shunt noninterfering type. A new master box, No. 113, was 
installed at the High Street Elementary School. 


To get the fire alarm system started up Mountain St. to where the new 
Junior High School will be located, the present line was extended from 
Box 34 at East St. and Massapoag Av. to Box 337 at East and Mountain 
streets. 


Four alarm boxes (335, 87, 82, 4211) were damaged by storm or from 
being hit by vehicles. These were replaced and the insurance money 
amounting to $635 was returned to the Excess and Deficiency Account. 
Several emergency situations, such as downed lines and lines shorted by 
electric wires, were also corrected. 


All alarm boxes have been painted with a Huorescent type paint that 
makes them easily visible at night. 


PERSONNEL TRAINING 


Drills were carried out twice a month by Drillmaster Lt. Stanley McLean. 
This work concentrated on pumping water from hydrants and from ponds, 
smoke drill with masks, rescue, salvage, and overhaul. First-aid classes 
were given by the American Red Cross for both the Police and Fire depart- 
ments. Lt. McLean attended the Massachusetts Institute of Fire Depart- 
ment Instructors each month.

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During the year, the Fire Department answered 3,780 telephone calls 
requesting permits, asking for information, making complaints or inquir- 
ing about “no school,” and reporting fires. In combatting fire, it was neces- 
sary to lay or stretch 67,800 feet of hose and to use 877 feet of ladders on 
buildings. 


MISCELLANEOUS: 


The Firemen’s Ball was held at the Cottage St. School this past year, 
and the 1964 Scholarship went to Miss Catherine Gardner of 50 Richards 
Ave. A $200 Scholarship Fund is set aside each year by the Firemen’s 
Association. 


There was the usual inspection of schools, public buildings, churches, 
hospital, stores, and rest home. School fire drills were held and alarm sys- 
tems from schools to fire station were checked. 


During Fire Prevention Week, talks were given and slide pictures 
shown. We also had a booth at the Home Show held at the High School, 
with thanks to the Rotary Club. 


Chief Roach was elected to the New England Fire Marshals Association 
as State Vice President for the Sth year. He also became President of the 
Plymouth County Chief's Club for 1964-1965. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 
1. More full-time paid men to increase the man power on each shift. 
2. Purchase of a rescue truck when Route 95 is open to the public. 


3. Extension of fire alarm lines, on Norwood St., to High Plain St. and 
from East St. at Mountain St. up to location of planned new Junior 
High School. Also to replace some old boxes that are out on poles. 


4. Land on South Main St. and Moose Hill St. For future Sub-Station.

During 1964 the Board of Public Welfare administered the programs 
of Medical Assistance for the Aged, Old Age Assistance, Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, Disability Assistance and General Relief. Under 
these programs financial assistance and social services were extended to 
needy, dependent individuals and family groups. 


Eligibility and extent of financial assistance to needy clients is de- 
termined by laws and regulations of the federal and state governments. 
These governments contribute substantial funds for both categorical as- 
sistance and administrative expenditures and conduct continuous audits 
and reviews to determine the degree of agency conformity to existing re- 
quirements. 
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During 1964 most of the requests for agency assistance were made by, 
or on behalf of, needy residents agéd 65 years and over. 


Under the Old Age Assistance program payments were made to eligible 
individuals whose income and resources were insufficient to meet the costs 
of rent, home ownership, boarding, clothing, etc. Eligible recipients also 
received necessary medical care coverage. 

In addition, extensive medical care benefits were also received by needy 


individuals under the Medical Assistance for the Aged program. This pro- 
gram, often referred to as the “Kerr-Mills” legislation, is designed to 
assist the needy resident 65 years or older who has sufficient income and 
resources to meet every day living demands but insufficient funds to cover 
the costs of necessary medical care needs. Payments were made for eye 
and dental care, physicians’ visits, medication, convalescent and nursing 
care, chronic hospitalization, acute hospitalization, rehabilitation and, in 
general, all necessary medical care items procured within the scope of the 
program. 


Financial assistance and social services were also rendered to qualifying 
individuals and family groups under the programs of Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children, Disability Assistance and General Relief. In com- 
parison to the programs for the elderly there were fewer requests for 
assistance under these programs. 


Case work services are an integral part of each program and are offered 
to individuals and family groups according to specific needs and circum- 
stances. Each case is visited regularly by our agency worker. More frequent 
home interviews are made in those cases requiring intensified services. 
Collateral contacts are made as necessary. 

The quality and quantity of casework service is a factor determining the 
extent of federal and state reimbursement for administrative costs. During 
1964 the federal and state governments assumed 80.7% of all administra- 
tive expenditures.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


ARTHUR W. DANIELSON, Superintendent 


I am pleased to present my second Annual Report. The Sharon School 
System is confronted with (1) a continually growing school population; 
(2) The maintenance of buildings and grounds; (3) More students at the 
high school level where per-pupil costs are greater; (4) A continuing at- 
tempt to improve the quality of the instructional program; (5) The neces- 
sity of retaining our position regarding teachers’ salaries. 


Enrollment — The enrollment in October, 1964, was 3444 pupils, an 
increase of 112 over the previous year. When one compares this number 
with the town population of approximately 11,000, it indicates that close 
to 30 percent of our population is in the public schools. Another inter- 
esting fact is that Sharon loses very few of its pupils by attendance in 
private schools. At the present time 98 percent of the student population 
in Sharon are in the public schools. We also have an exceptional retention 
rate for this community. The dropout in the entire school system is less 
than 2 percent which means that our retention is close to 98 percent. In 
September of 1965, we anticipate a larger increase in our enrollment due 
to the fact that a small class will be graduating from Sharon High School, 
while a large class will be entering Grade 9. At the present time 8 rooms 
at Sharon High School are being used by pupils in grades 5 and 6. This, 
in effect, will mean that the high school will be more crowded next year 
than it has been. 


Teachers — During the past year 33 new teachers joined our teaching 
staff. Several of these were due to the increased enrollment which necessi- 
tated adding new staff members. The principals shared in the process of in- 
terviewing prospective candidates. We have been very pleased with the 
caliber of the staff selected. 


Due to anticipated enrollment in 1965, it will be necessary to add a 
special class teacher at the junior high school, two teachers at the senior 
high school, and to use several interns from Northeastern University to 
alleviate several of the heavy pupil-teacher loads. The United States 
Office of Education recommends that a school system require a minimum 
standard of 50 professionals for every 1000 pupils. At the present time 
Sharon is somewhat below this minimum standard. We now have 166 


professionals for 3444 pupils. 


Future Plans — When the new junior high school is completed, what 
then will happen to the pupils in Sharon? The elementary schools will con- 
tain the kindergartens through Grade 4. Present junior high school and 
Pleasant Street School will house Grades 5 and 6. Grade 7 and 8 will be 
at the new junior high school. The high school will return to a normal pro- 
gram housing approximately 1,100 pupils. 


In 1966 we hope to reduce the teacher-pupil load so that all teachers in 
Grades Kindergarten through 3 will have a maximum of 25 pupils; Grades 
4,5, and 6 not over 30 pupils; and in the junior and senior high schools 
the maximum should not exceed 25 pupils. 
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School Reports — Mr. William Brown, Principal of the Heights Ele- 
mentary School, reports that the faculty has addressed itself to three major 
areas of program improvement during the year: The development of our 
non-graded reading program; a program for assisting pupils progressing 
substantially below their measured capacity, and the new elementary school 
mathematics curriculum. 


Mr. Fred Bellows, Principal of the East Elementary School, reports that 
team teaching in Grade 5 is very successful. Cuisenaire rods are being 
used in the kindergarten and the second grade by selected teachers. 
Cuisenaire materials are sets of colored sticks proportionally sized that 
children can use to explore and discover mathematical ideas. Color 
and length combine to reveal addition, subtraction, multiplcation, di- 
vision, and fractional parts concepts as rapidly as the child’s experience 
permits him to absorb them. The first grade started a non-graded pro- 
gram in reading. This program is patterned after the one being used at 
the Heights Elementary School. 


Mr. Terence M. Crowley, new Principal at the Cottage Street School, 
reports that future plans call for extended use of the cuisenaire rods as an 
instructional aid in the field of mathematics; the operation of the reading 
readiness program in the kindergarten, and the establishing of a non- 
graded program. Some departmentalization has been introduced already in 
Grade 5, which lends itself to allowing teachers to work in their areas 
of greatest competency. 


Mr. Morton Kaufman, Principal of the Elementary Division at Sharon 
High School, reports that team-teaching programs are being carried out 
in six classes. Two classes of talented pupils, one in Grade 5, and the 
other in Grade 6, follow their own individualized programs. The high 
school administration and teachers have been most cooperative and under- 
standing. They have shared everything from science equipment to lecture 
halls. Mr. Kaufman reports the program would lack spirit without their 
help. 


Mr. Edward Koskella, Principal of Sharon Junior High School, reports 
that during the past year Sharon Junior High School became the first 
junior high school in the United States to complete a total evaluation of 
its program, building facilities, school personnel, philosophy, aims, and 
objectives, using as a guide the new Evaluative Criteria for Junior High 
Schools, as developed by the National Study Committee of Secondary 
School Evaluation. This Evaluation took place in November, has been 
completed, and copies are available in the Superintendent's Office. 


A special opportunity class program was introduced this year for 
pupils who are experiencing difficulties in achieving. One hundred and 
thirty-five students in the junior high school are enrolled in a develop- 
mental reading program. Results show a marked improvement for every 
student enrolled. A complete review has been made of the mathematics 
curriculum. Changes are being made in the areas of testing, nomenclature 
and sequential topics. One of the 21 club activities at the junior high 
school received a commendation from the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
(Motorboat Division) for outstanding service to the students of Sharon. 
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The Registry of Motor Vehicles reported that this was the first junior 
high school in Massachusetts to offer an approved course in boating. All 
students successful in completing this program were awarded certificates. 


Mr. James Dowd, Principal of Sharon High School, reports the facil- 
ities which have been excellently maintained are utilized to almost max- 
imum capacity. This results from the housing of 8 elementary grades 
(249 pupils) in the building. Thus the total number of pupils enrolled is 
1,188. With constantly increasing high school enrollment, we cannot con- 
tinue to provide facilities for this number of elementary pupils without 
serious restrictions in the high school program. 


Because of the increased enrollment in industrial arts, home economics, 
and commercial subjects classes, it was necessary to employ an additional 
teacher to assume the non-departmental assignments previously handled 
by these teachers. The increase in the total enrollment necessitated the 
employment of an additional English teacher and another guidance coun- 
selor. These additional merely “hold the line” on pupil-teaching staff- 
guidance counselor ratio. They did nothing to reduce the total teacher- 
pupil load in mathematics and social studies. It is imperative that con- 
sideration be given to a more adequate ratio in these areas. 


Seventy-three per cent of our students pursue a program involving the 
study of five subjects. These are studied and scheduled in 6 of the 7 
periods of the school day. The remainder of the pupils are pursuing a 
program involving the minimum of four subjects. This accounts for the 
large number of classes and the problems referred to regarding pupil- 
teacher ratio. Additional teacher time in art was provided this year. The 
comparatively heavy academic load of our pupils, however, presents 
difficulties for them in attempting to schedule classes in this area. Not- 
withstanding this fact, we must find ways to improve our offerings in the 
area of art and music as the planned staff additions in these areas become 
available. 


The major academic changes in our program this year have been in 
the modern foreign language-science-social studies areas. We are now 
offering a new sequence for two and three year study in French. This is in 
addition to the expanding four year sequence which we adopted a year 
ago. We are experimenting with the biological sciences study committee 
(BSCS Recommendations for Secondary Biology Programs) and are using 
the so-called “Yellow Version” in our three senior classes in biology. We 
have discontinued the ancient and modern history two-year sequence in 
social studies. The pupils in Grade 9 now study World History, and in 
Grades 10 and 11 in subsequent years will study United States History and 
Government. This will permit the study of the planned social studies elec- 
tive in Grade 12. We are planning additional changes in our mathematics 
sequence for next year. Some consideration will have to be given in the 
very near future to the addition of another modern foreign language offer- 
ing. We should not continue our present limitation of French. 


Sharon High School offers an expanding program of co-curricular and 
extra-curricular activities of an academic and athletic nature. This year we 
added an additional French Club, a Music Appreciation Club, a Classical 
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Reading Club, and thanks to Mr. Paul Ares, an Amateur Radio Club. Our 
Intramural and Interscholastic athletic activities have expanded to accom- 
modate the increasing number of our pupils. They have acquited them- 
selves quite well in all respects, including the various team records. Special 
commendation should go to the pupils involved in the success of our De- 
bating Teams under the fine direction of Mr. Foley and Mr. Riley. These 
teachers and pupils are involved in a very valuable and active intramural 
and interscholastic program. 


Driver Education — One hundred and two students are presently en- 
rolled for the 1964-1965 course. Sixty-six took the 1964 summer school 
course in addition to the above group. At the present time we have excel- 
lent cooperation with the various auto dealers in the area. We now have 
two Dodges from Boch Dodge, a Pontiac from Thompson Pontiac Com- 
pany, and a Chevrolet from Taylor’s Garage in Sharon. Nine teachers are 
sharing in the instruction of this course. Students involved pay a tuition 
charge of $20.00. The intention is to make this program self-supporting. 


In-Service Program — Starting in September of 1964, we embarked on 
an ambitious program of in-service training for teachers in the area 
of curriculum development. This program involves monthly meetings 
before school where the teachers and the administrative staff work to- 
gether in solving curriculum problems. A part of the workshop is the 
writing of curriculum materials for the Sharon Public Schools. Some of 
this work will be combined with the Summer School Program. All of the 
school principals, who are now on an eleven-month year, coordinate this 
in-service program. Another phase of the in-service program is college 
training for credit. In the Fall of 1964, Boston University put on a 
graduate course in Language Arts. Negotiations are underway to have a 
college-level course in Sharon each semester from now on. The over-all 
objective of the in-service training program is to develop a curriculum in 
written form for the Sharon Public Schools from kindergarten through 
Grade 12. 


Northeastern University-Sharon Cooperative Project in Administration 
— In order to help us identify problems which need action, Northeastern 
University, under the direction of Dr. Ray Dethy, and a group of 15 
graduate students is currently undertaking a survey of the Sharon School 
System. This study has involved interviews with teaching and administra- 
tive staff. Northeastern will complete its survey in the spring of 1965. 
Northeastern’s educational findings will be used in future educational 
planning. 


Colleges and Sharon Work Together — In an effort of mutual assistance, 
Sharon enjoys excellent relations with several colleges in this area. At the 
present time we have three graduate students from the Boston University 
Guidance Institute spending a semester here. One is at the Sharon High 
School, while two students are at Sharon Junior High School. We have 
three students from Emerson College working with Mrs. Pearl in our 
Speech Program. There are several students from Bridgewater State Col- 
lege doing practice teaching during the year in Sharon. Two Boston Uni- 
versity practice teachers are at Sharon High School. Northeastern Uni- 
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versity provides us with three interns at the present time. One assists in 
French at the high school, while two work in the elementary section at 
the high school teaching mathematics and science, and assisting Mr. Mor- 
ton Kaufman, Principal. Starting in September of 1965, we will have two 
physical education interns at the high school, and four working in the 
elementary physical education program. 


Summer School — Under the direction of Mr. Walter Benoit, the Sum- 
mer School during 1964 changed from a two-session program of four 
weeks each to a single session lasting six weeks. The program was de- 
voted to remedial work and enrichment. Involved were students from the 
elementary grades through high school. The program was very successful, 
with well over 300 students in attendance. 


Bicycle Safety — We started a program in Bicycle Safety last year. We 
have greatly appreciated the assistance given us by the Fortnightly Club 
and the Registry of Motor Vehicles. The Registry sent Mr. George C. 
Lantry to speak on safety at each of the schools. He will return in the 
spring to assist us in carrying out a Bicycle Rodeo in cooperation with the 
local police and the school officials in April. 


Health — In January of 1964, Mrs. Leone Krug was put on full-time as 
a school health nurse. The State recommends that a nurse should service 
approximately 1000 pupils. At the present time Mrs. Florence Tingley and 
Mrs. Leone Krug service approvimately 3500 students each day. Dr. Griffin 
still continues to provide excellent service for the children in Sharon and 
Dr. Harold Tate provides excellent assistance in dental examinations. 


Library Program — At the present time Sharon High School has the 
only complete library in the school system. A part-time librarian works 
at the junior high school, and there is a resource library at the Cottage 
Street School. Starting in September of 1965, a full-time librarian will be 
working at the junior high school level to organize a library more fully, 
and to prepare for the library in the new junior high school. We need 
to develop a better library program in each of our elementary schools. 
The Sharon Public Library has provided us with excellent service for many 
years. The Public Library staff works in close cooperation with our 
junior high school and provide us with books at each of the elementary 
schools. They also cooperate with us in special assignments. We deeply 
appreciate the help given us by the Sharon Public Library. 


Special Class — Sharon has maintained a class for educable children at 
the Cottage Street School. Another group of older children was transported 
to Foxboro. This arrangement ceased as of June, 1964. Since that time we 
have arranged a special class at the Sharon Junior High School, where in 
February, a new special class teacher will be employed. The entire special 
class program is reimbursed by the State at 50 percent of actual costs. 


Youth Adjustment Counselor Program — Starting in September of 
1964, Mr. Morton Brenner began work as Youth Adjustment Counselor 
for the elementary grades in the Town of Sharon. His office is located at 
the Heights Elementary School. The program is designed to help children 
with emotional problems, children who under-achieve, or are potential 
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discipline cases, and to motivate some youngsters to do better in their 
school work. Every effort is made to work closely with the child, the 
school, the home, and the community. This program is reimbursed $4,500 
by the State each year. Over 150 communities in Massachusetts participate 
in the Youth Adjustment Program. 


Art and Music — This area of our curriculum has been long neglected 
in the Town of Sharon. Two specialists have been covering the art pro- 
gram, while three have been covering the music program in the public 
schools. Starting in September of 1965, an additional art and one music 
specialist will be added to expand these programs. 


Reading Program — No one will deny that the teaching of reading 
and the communicative skills is one of the most important objectives in 
any school program. Mrs. Beatrice Kitchen and Miss Alice Packard have 
been attempting to cover the entire elementary school program for a num- 
ber of years. With the growth of the school system, it has become necessary 
to add an additional person in reading. Starting January, 1965, Michael 
Werle will teach reading in our schools. We will then embark on a more 
ambitious program to improve reading at all levels. 


Teacher Retirement — Mrs. Abbie Matheson, Principal of the Cottage 
Street School, retired July 1, 1964. Her devoted service to the children of 
Sharon will long be remembered. A reception at the Cottage Street School, 
attended by approximately 800 persons, paid a fine tribute to Mrs. 
Matheson. 


Maintenance — Sharon has school buildings now valued at close to 
$7,000,000. This is an investment which needs careful maintenance and 
supervision. During the year three of our custodians attended a school in 
Newton covering the areas of school maintenance. In October of 1964, 
Sharon, in turn, set up a training school for custodians. Forty custodians 
from many areas in this vicinity sent personnel to this course. This was 
under the direction of Mr. William Hall, Administrative Assistant. We 
have two maintenance men who currently take care of the repairs of the 
various school buildings. This program has saved Sharon a great many 
dollars. 


Adult Education — For the first time a program in Adult Education 
was started in Sharon under the auspices of the School] Committee. Well 
over 300 adult students participate. Courses going on at the present time 
include Beginning Sewing, Tailoring, Ceramics, Sketching, Oil Painting, 
Typing, and Golf. The salaries of the instructors are reimbursed 100 
percent by the State-aided program. Due to the interest that has been 
shown, the program will be expanded in the fall of 1965. The Adult Edu- 
cation Advisory Committee, working with the Superintendent of Schools, 
consists of Mrs. Hollis Cerier, Mrs. Esther Chase, and Mr. David Lowenthal. 


Academic Excellence — Last spring the students at Sharon High School 
took the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Examinations. When the 
results were returned, Sharon had 6 semi-finalists, plus 19 letters of merit. 
The results showed that 25 of Sharon High School’s present seniors rank 
in the upper 2 percent of all of the students in the United States who 
took this examination last spring. 
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State Aid — The recent report of the Massachusetts Educational Study 
shows clearly the needs of education in the State of Massachusetts. The 
public should read this report carefully and actively work toward the 
improvement of education in Massachusetts. This, of course, will require 
money. More State Aid for Education in Massachusetts is one solution. 


Concluston — The Sharon Schools have completed another year of 
service to our youth. We hope that some progress and improvement has 
been made in these services. To the teaching and supervlsory staff who 
were responsible for the every-day work in the classrooms, goes my ap- 
preciation for the hard work and conscientious devotion to duty without 
which progress in our schools would not be possible. To the members of 
the School Committee go my thanks for their friendly support and counsel 
in the solution of many problems which face all school systems today. To 
my office staff I express my deepest appreciation for their faithful and 
efficient service.

Parents may exercise their own 
judgment and keep children at home whenever they do not agree with 
our decision. 


SHARON JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the Town Meeting in March, 1964, it was voted to establish a 
Junior High School Building Committee, and to apply for federal funds to 
assist in the planning of this school. 


The Sharon Junior High School Building Committee comprises Mr. 
George Greenfield, Chairman, and Mr. Charles Bailey, appointed by the 
Warrant Committee, Mr. Spencer Rochefort, appointed by the School 
Committee, and Mr. Joseph Neipris and Mr. Karl Gelpke, appointed by the 
Moderator. The Superintendent of Schools, Arthur W. Danielson, acts as 
Consultant, with Mr. William Hall, Administrative Assistant, acting as 
Secretary. 


Federal Housing Authority funds were applied for in June of 1964. 
Approval of this planning loan was accepted by the Federal Housing 
Authority five months later, in November, the total being $106,825. This 
money will allow the Town of Sharon to do all necessary engineering 
work on the site, to prepare preliminary drawings, and final specifications 
and bids in preparation for a town meeting in 1965. The four-month delay 
in obtaining loan approval resulted from the lack of available federal 
funds. The delay set the work of the Committee back approximately four 
months, and made it impossible for the Committee to present completed 
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plans and a firm bid to the town for its approval at the annual Town 
Meeting. The Committee now contemplates presenting this material at a 
special meeting in the summer of 1965. 


The Sharon Junior High School Building Committee selected the 
architectural firm of Rich & Tucker Associates, Inc. to develop the new 
junior high school. This firm was the same one which designed the addi- 
tion for Sharon High School. At the present time preliminary plans meet- 
ing the approved educational specifications are being revised and will be 
submitted to the Building Committee early in January. 


Present plans will make provisions for housing approximately 750 
students. It is hoped that at best the classroom facilities will be ready for 
occupancy in the fall of 1966. Provisions will be made to add to this build- 
ing to allow for a total enrollment of 1200 pupils in Grades 7, 8, and 9. 
Core facilities such as cafeteria, auditorium, gymnasium, library, admin- 
istrative and guidance offices, must be large enough now to allow for the 
addition when it is required. 


The new junior high school will be located on Mountain Street. The 
total cost now appears to exceed $2,000,000. 


REPORT OF THE INTERIM COMMITTEE OF THE 


Southeastern Regional Vocational-Technical School 


Sharon Representative — THOMAS P. WATKINS 


At the Town Meeting in March, 1964, the Town of Sharon voted to be- 
come a member of the Southeastern Regional Vocational-Technical School 
District and, by so doing, became a party to the agreement between the 
municipalities making up the region. These municipalities are: Brockton, 
Easton, East Bridgewater, Foxboro, Mansfield, Norton, Sharon, Stoughton 
and West Bridgewater. 


This action, and similar action by the other communities, brought the 
School Region into being and culminated a project which had begun in 
1960. 


Dr. Leonard J. Hassol was appointed as Sharon's representative on the 
Interim Committee but he found it necessary to resign from this position 
within a short period of time. Thomas P. Watkins was appointed to com- 
plete the term as his successor. 


During 1964, the Interim Committee held regular meetings as a group 
and various sub-committees were active in their respective areas of respon- 
sibility. The following major accomplishments are worth noting: 


1. Donald D. Graves was appointed Superintendent-Director of the 
new school. 


2. A site for the school was selected. It is located on Route 106 near its 
junction with Route 138. At the end of the year negotiations for its 
purchase were nearly completed. 


/ 
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3. The firm of Korslund, LeNormand and Quann was chosen to be the 
architect of the school. 


4, Education specifications were prepared and received the approval of 
the State Department of Education. 


5. Sub-committees worked with various State officials primarily in the 
areas of curriculum and finance. 


6. A temporary office for the Superintendent-Director was obtained and 
satisfactorily equipped. 


During the latter part of the year it became apparent that it would be 
necessary to borrow up to $3,625,000 for the construction of the school. 
The Interim Committee voted to authorize the borrowing on November 
24. In accordance with the pertinent laws each municipality was promptly 
advised of this action. The Selectmen of Sharon felt that it would be wise 
to call a special Town Meeting to consider this matter as the amount was 
considerably in excess of the original rough estimate made a year ago. 
At the Special Meeting held on December 21 the town voted to approve 
the borrowing. 


At the end of December the Interim Committee prepared its operating 
budget for 1965 with each municipality's share being determined and cer- 
tified to the proper town authorities in accordance with the agreement. 
Sharon’s share, including interest charges is $9,163.00. 


It is expected that during the early months of 1965 preliminary and final 
working plans will be completed, and there is every reason to believe that 
the contract for the construction of the school will be let and ground 
broken prior to July 1. The Interim Committee feels reasonably optimistic 
that the school will be ready for at least a partial operation by the fall of 


1966.

There were no patients in the Norfolk County Hospital during 1964. 
Seventeen deaths occurred within the Town of Sharon; there were no

births reported in 1964. Other deaths and births of residents took place, 
for the most part, in the surrounding towns and in Boston. 


Mrs. Ruth E. Smith, R.N., Sharon’s Public Health Nurse, had another 
busy year, as her report demonstrates. The Board of Health feels Sharon 
is very well served by Mrs. Smith as our Public Health Nurse. In addition 
to her other duties, Mrs. Smith held Sabin Oral Polio Vaccine Clinics for 
pre-school children and for children through the age of 18. 


Seventy-nine permits for the installation of new sewage disposal systems 
or for repairs to existing systems were issued in 1964. Inspection and 
approval of the required plot plans, and of the complete installations, 
when conforming to the state and local regulations, has been most efh- 
ciently handled by Mr. Russell H. Babcock, the Board of Health Consult- 
ing Sanitary Engineer. His services, like those of Mrs. Smith, have con- 
tributed most substantially to the performance of Board of Health duties. 
A total of $2,615.50 was received by the Board of Health during 1964 and 
turned over to the Town Treasurer. This sum consisted of various fees 
for licenses, permits and the Public Health Nurse’s fees. 


Constant effort is maintained to improve the garbage collection service 
in Sharon. Every report to the Board of Health showing failure to collect 
or other problem is promptly investigated and remedial action taken. 


DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


WILLIAM B. KEATING, Director 


During the past year the sum of $9,809.63 was expended by this de- 
partment in cash grants for food, shelter, and clothing or for payment of 
hospital, medical, fuel and other necessary expenses. Eighteen veterans or 
their dependents, representing 60 persons, benefited by this program. The 
Town of Sharon will be reimbursed by the sum of $4,904.82 as the State’s 
share in this program. The sum of $230.00 was expended for ambulance 
bills and emergency payments for food or fuel not reimbursed by the State. 


Many veterans or their dependents sought the assistance of this office 
in completing forms for other Veterans’ benefits usch as pensions, burial 
expenses, grave markers, hospitalization, etc. In many cases, the securing 
of pensions, admission to a veterans’ hospital, securing social security pay- 
ments, or placing a disabled veteran with the Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
Commission have reduced payments made through this department. 


Acting as Agent for Local Board No. 120 located in Norwood, this office 
registered 78 Sharon boys for U. S. Selective Service. We would like to 
remind all the young men of Sharon to register with this office when they 
attain their 18th birthday.

CIRCULATION 


The circulation again increased in both the Adult and Children’s Libra- 
ries to reach a new total of 172,914. Ten years ago, in 1954, the circulation 
was 65,445, less than half the present total. 


BOOK COLLECTION 


The Trustees are seriously concerned with the problem of enlarging the 
collection, both in number of volumes and quality. During 1963, 1,448 
books were withdrawn from the collection. In 1964, another 1,576 books 
were withdrawn. These books were withdrawn primarily because they 
were worn out and unfit for further circulation. There has not been any 
appreciable culling of books for several years. The net gain in the number 
of books in the collection was 1,750 during the past year, of which 374 
were received as gifts. The Trustees consider that the collection does not 
measure up to the standards necessary for the town of Sharon and will 
strive to find ways and means of improving it. 


During 1964, the Trustees approved the rental of popular books from 
McNaughton Book Service as a means of reducing the long waiting period 
for reserved books. No charge is made for this service, but the efficiency 
in meeting the demand for popular books has been improved. 


MAINTENANCE 


Since the addition to the original building was completed in 1961, the 
buildings have required practically no maintenance. However, in order to 
maintain the buildings to a satisfactory standard, the Trustees solicited the 
aid of Mr. William Smith to work out a systematic program. Based on his 
recommendations, a long range program has been developed and adopted. 


Plans for improving the landscaping at the front of the building were 
postponed until spring of 1965 due to alterations made by the Town to 
the corner of the library lot. 


EASTERN REGIONAL SYSTEM 


The Trustees entered into a contract with the Eastern Regional Library 
System in 1964. By this contract, the Sharon Public Library agreed to par- 
ticipate in the two-part program of the system, and thus give the citizens 
of Sharon the advantages in reference services and inter-library loan priv- 
ileges of the many libraries making up the region.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Mrs. ESTHER CHASE, Administrative Librarian 


For 305 days of 1964, six members of the library staff, assisted by sev- 
eral young people, have carried out a continuing program of planned 
activities designed to expand and improve library services to the residents 
of Sharon. A number of unrelated and seemingly insignificant tasks were 
being performed simultaneously to make more readily available the re- 
sources already within the library, while new materials of interest and use 
to the general reading public, as well as students, were being added. As a 
result, a large step toward achieving our goal has been taken. 


In February, Miss Dorothy Keith joined the staff as Assistant Managing 
Librarian. Her capable assistance has made possible the completion of sev- 
eral lengthy propects already in progress, and the addition of a classified 
pamphlet file on a variety of timely subjects. Within the coming year, 
borrowers may have immediate access to selected U. S. Government pamph- 
lets. Miss Keith's special training in the use of reference materials has been 
especially helpful in locating sources for answers to some 3,600 reference 
questions referred to us during the year. 


The area selected for particular emphasis in 1964 was the juvenile fiction 
collection. Since many books were worn beyond further repair, a large 
number of enduring, almost classic stories were replaced, while new 
titles were added within the limitations of the budget. The juvenile card 
catalog was completed, and subject cards added for books of fiction for 
the first time. Seeing the daily use of the card file by the young people 
in sufficient reward for the hours of careful work which have gone into its 
preparation. Work has already begun on a similar overhauling of non- 
fiction books for children, with purchases scheduled of basic titles in all 
subject fields. 

With the co-operation of the Division of Library Extension in Boston, 
it was possible to secure on loan a number of specifically requested books 
which were too special to be purchased for the permanent book collection 
or for other reasons unavailable. Out of 94 such requests, 64 were filled 
within a reasonable length of time. In addition, the Division of Library 
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Extension sponsored “In-Service” training programs for area staff members 
in work with children, attended by Mrs. Bell, and in Adult Reference 
Services. Ten classes in use and selection of reference books were held at 
the Sharon Library, followed by a single class in repairing damaged or 
worn books. The average attendance at these classes was 14, representing 
eight towns, and the practical value of the knowledge gained was un- 
questionable. 


Our weekly story hour has been so well attended that it was necessary 
to divide the group. At 2:00 P.M., stories are told to the younger children, 
while the second hour, meeting at 3:15 P.M., is geared to the special inter- 
ests of boys and girls in the early elementary grades. Mrs. Fazzio and Mrs. 
Johnson continue to delight their audiences, now numbering between 50 
and 70 each week. Last summer, over 550 boys and girls enrolled for the 
largest Summer Reading Club in our history. Collectively, they read over 
10,000 books, and 329 certificates were awarded to those who completed 
the program. Again in June, we will welcome enrollments for a new club. 


Meeting every month at the library are the Book Review Section of 
the Fortnightly Club of Sharon and the American Heritage Committee. 
This committee has collected and arranged the monthly displays of Ameri- 
cana, covering antique glass, silver, jewelry, fans and other items of his- 
torical interest which may be seen in the Historical corner. On permanent 
display are many items of particular interest to local residents, most of 
which are part of the history of Sharon. 


Many library patrons enjoyed the several exhibits of art held.at the 
library, and we wish to thank those who made them possible. We hope 
and expect to continue our program of exhibits, in which more and more 
interest is developing. 

It is extremely gratifying to end the year on a high note, with increased 
use of the library facilities for study and research, increased circulation of 
books and periodicals, and a larger book collection with which to meet 
the ever growing demands. We look forward to the challenges of the 
coming year.

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REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AUTHORITY 


WALTER E. O'NEIL, Director 


The office of Civil Defense for the town of Sharon was very active dur- 
ing the past year. Feeling that a point had been reached where it was 
necessary to complete our operating staff, many hours were spent selecting 
and interviewing qualified personnel, then working to acquaint them with 
their duties. 


We now have staff officers in the following sections: Administration and 
Personnel; Intelligence and Operations; Communications; Public Informa- 
tion; Radioloigcal; Training; Special Police; Rescue; Medical; Hospital; 
Hospital Administration; Nurses; First Aid; Welfare; Supply; Water; 
Transportation; Engineering, and Manpower. Early in 1965, we expect to 
ask for volunteers to fill out the sections so that we will be in position to 
help in any emergency. The Special Police and communications group as 
usual gave many hours of volunteer time to town affairs, Town Meetings, 
Ath of July, Halloween, and other occasions when we could aid other 
town departments. 


The staff was alerted during the Plymouth forest fire last May, and were 
ready to furnish aid if it was needed. 


Communications set up emergency radio links with sanding trucks and 
the Highway Department during a bad ice storm over a week-end in 
December. 


Eleven radiological monitoring stations were located in and around the 
town. This equipment was supplied by the Federal Government to those 
towns having two trained monitors for each station. 


The emergency control center and Civil Defense office is now located 
in the basement of the Town Office Building. Every Monday the Directors 
meet there from 7 P.M. to 10 P.M. and the first Monday of the month all 
staff members meet there. Any resident is invited to drop in to receive 
information or volunteer their services.

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REPORT OF THE WARRANT COMMITTEE

(This report is being written in January of 1965 — and, since it is 


being written with more than just a premonition of the tax rate and as- 
sociated problems we face in 1965, it is most frustrating to report on 
1964 without hinting at the future. We will, however, do our best to 
dwell only on history.) 


The Warrant Committee’s review of 1964 Town operating budgets be- 
gan in September of 1963 and was virtually completed in January of 
1964. From then on, the Warrant Committee was concerned with re- 
search into the Special Articles to be voted on at Town Meeting. 


Perhaps it would be wise to stop here and explain as simply as possible 
what the Warrant Committee’s official position actually is. Basically, the 
Committee has authority only over the Reserve Fund during the course of 
the year . . . that is, should another Town Board or Committee need to 
Over-spend its budget for some “extraordinary or unforseen” requirement. 
However, the Committee has the responsibility, by statute, of considering 
“any or all municipal questions for the purpose of making reports or 
recommendations to the Town.” These “questions” include Budgets, Spe- 
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cial Articles and Referenda on the printed ballot. Note that the Warrant 
Committee recommends . . . budgets submitted at Town Meeting, for 
example, are recommendations by the Committee, and it is the vote of the 
Town which officially determines the action. 


Returning to the narrative of history, the tax rate rose $7 to $80 per 
$1000 of valuation as a result of the Town Meeting in March of 1964. 
This was a major tax increase, and the reasons for it should be studied 
carefully with an eye to the future. 


The Town’s predicament (if it can be called that) came about because 
of three conditions: 1) we received less money than anticipated as our 
portion of the State’s total collections of various taxes; 2) we had about 
$100,000 less in so-called “Available Funds” than in 1963 (almost $4 of 
the tax rate increase); and 3) quite simply, the Town found it necessary 
to plan expenditures which increased more (over 1963) than the cor- 
responding increase in valuation and income. 


The lessons to be learned are naturally three: 1) we in Sharon require a 
broader tax base, developed by new industry or other “income-producing” 
projects; 2) we must build either a “cushion” of Available Funds (much 
like a savings account, to be drawn from when adverse conditions require, 
and to be added to when better conditions prevail) or a Stabilization Fund; 
and 3) we require the cooperation of those Committees and Boards whose 
budgets are virtually beyond the control of both the Warrant Committee 
and Town Meeting. 


The last item is perhaps one which bears additional explanation. As 
was pointed out last year, the ability of the Warrant Committee to deal 
with all the budgets effectively is sharply limited. Welfare, Pensions, In- 
surance, Debt, Interest . . . all of these are beyond Warrant Committee 
or Town Meeting contro] — and this is also the case with the School Com- 
mittee’s budget. 


We recognize that the Warrant Committee may seem to be somewhat 
fanatic on the subject of economy and efficiency . . . any Committee tends 
to become so involved with its own sphere of operation. But the Warrant 
Committee is in a position to relate all budgets and proposed expenditures 
to one another to determine relative priorities . . . most other Committees 
are not, and while the Warrant Committee may inform them of where the 
Town is heading tax-wise, it is difficult, it seems, for “one-category” Com- 
mittees to hold back on their enthusiasm. 


In 1964, the Warrant Committee retained its practice of year-round 
liaison with other Town Committees and Boards. Soon after Town Meet- 
ing in March, sub-committees were formed to attend meetings and main- 
tain contact with the elected and appointed officials. As a result, the 
Warrant Committee had the advantage of knowing the background facts 
which influence present and future actions and policies. 


As in the past, the 1964 Warrant Committee did its best to cope with 
the increased spread between accelerating expenditures and less accelerated 
income. Yet it saw beyond “economy” when it had to act for new benefits 
to the Town . . . in December of 1964, after a series of meetings and 
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discussions, the Warrant Committee voted to recommend to the Special 
Town Meeting approval of the increased borrowing by the Regional Voca- 
tional School District. Again, from September through December, the 
Warrant Committee discussed with the Board of Selectmen possible long- 
range economies in the Department of Public Works operations, recogniz- 
ing that some current resultant costs would appear on the surface to be 
higher than before. 


The Warrant Committee takes seriously its role as adviser to all the 
voters. Its recommendations are based on the same research and facts as 
the individual voter would utilize if he were given the responsibility (and 
hours) to find and discuss them. 


If, at times, the Warrant Committee appears to be frustrated and im- 
patient, it is probably safe to say that the individual voter would react 
similarly under the same sets of fiscal circumstances!

In 1964 the Greater Boston Area, of which Sharon is a part, accorded 
long overdue recognition to the need for transportation planning and 
greater utilization and expansion of public transportation systems. 


The most significant step was the enactment into law of the bill creating 
the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority. It encompasses a service 
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district of 78 cities and towns rather than the original limited MTA core 
group of 14. The bill was submitted by Governor Peabody to the Legisla- 
ture in the early part of the year. Your board obtained draft copies of the 
bill, studied it in detail, and forwarded recommendations for its general 
support to the Board of Selectmen. The bill was enacted in virtually its 
original form with respect to the system envisioned for the Greater Boston 
Area, and Sharon became a part of the MBTA as a result. 


Sharon will have a better chance for continued New Haven rail service 
through MBTA aid and will contribute to the MBTA on a user-formula 
basis at a cost which is estimated at $10,000 in 1965, its first year of par- 
ticipation, or approximately 40¢ on the 1966 tax rate. In October, the 
Selectmen named Harold L. Stubbs, member of the Transportation Ad- 
visory Board, as their representative to the MBTA Advisory Board. The 
Board has the power to approve budgets, extensions of service, and the 
Board of Director's appointment of a General Manager. The vote of each 
community is weighted, one vote being accorded each city or town, plus 
an added vote based on its percentage of participation in the costs of 
operation. Sharon is accorded 1.07 votes out of a total of 195 under this 
formula. 


Another important development in the Massachusetts transportation 
picture during 1964 was the creation of Area Transportation Coordinating 
Committees as required by the Federal Highway Acts of 1962. The ma- 
chinery for their establishment was set up by the Boston Regional Plan- 
ning Project, and individual member communities participate on a volun- 
tary basis. The Sharon Board of Selectmen decided in April, 1964, that 
Sharon would participate as a member of the Southwest Area Transporta- 
tion Coordinating Committee, consisting of the towns of Canton, Dedham, 
Dover, Medfield, Millis, Norfolk, Norwood, Stoughton, Walpole and West- 
wood. To represent them on this Committee, the Selectmen appointed 
Harold L. Stubbs of the Transportation Advisory Board. 


The purpose of the area committee is to provide a means whereby the 
local communities can participate in the planning of all transportation 
facilities which affect their interests. This local participation is specifically 
required by the Federal Highway Act of 1962 as a condition for approval 
of any federally subsidized highway projects in urban areas after July 1, 


1965. 


Thus far the area committee has held organizational and educational 
meetings, and has requested that the MBTA Board of Directors take suit- 
able steps to preserve all railroad rights-of-way within the area, should 
they be needed for rapid transit extensions in the future. 


In the coming year, the Transportation Advisory Board will complete 
its own origin and destination studies. It also expects to review the func- 
tions the Board can usefully perform relative to local public transporta- 
tion, extended rapid transit, the effect of Route 95 on present and future 
commutation patterns. The possible construction of an ultra-high-speed 
rail system between Boston and Washington may also affect Sharon if its 
plans include the use of the New Haven right-of-way, and so should be 
examined carefully by a responsible local body.

Highlights of 1964 in the areas of zoning, planning and joint efforts 
with other Boards and Commissions include the following: 

Addition of a business zone off South Main Street near the inter- 
section of Route I-95, approximately 11 acres. 

Amendment of Town By-Laws to adjust former Rural Zone ( 100,- 
000 sq. ft.) to Single Residence A (40,000 sq. ft.). 

Study of By-Law change and new zone to permit multi-family 
dwelling construction prior to 1964 Town Meeting. Further work 
was done subsequently. 

Worked with Industrial Development Commission on study of 
new industrial zone between Routes 1 and I-95. 

Initiation of study with Canton and Stoughton of sanitary waste 
disposal by “composting,” a process gaining favor in some areas over 
incineration or open “dumps.” 

Initiation of program to index all Town Maps, later to store cen- 
trally and make available to all Town officers and committees. 

Discussions with Foxboro and Walpole Planning Boards and Con- 
servation Commissions relative to zoning and use of adjoining areas. 

Endorsement of much-accelerated sidewalk construction program 
to meet needs on streets used regularly by children who walk to school 
and for areas where new school construction is planned. 

A new planning consultant was selected to assist the Board on new 
studies in the areas of zoning, land use, and review of the Comprehensive 
Plan of 1960, rélative to obtaining further Federal Aid which may be 
available in 1965. Immediate studies were initiated on a By-Law to govern 
multi-family residences and to review plans for expanding the industrial 
zone. 

The Board reviewed and commented on seven preliminary plans for 
land development; approved two subdivision plans totalling 24 lots; held 
11 public hearings; prepared several amendments of the Town By-Laws 
and Planning Board Rules and Regulations; approved thirty-odd plans of 
land not requiring subdivision control; attended meetings of the Select- 
men, Mass. Conservation Commission, Town Government Study Com- 
mittee; and did liaison work with other Town Committees in accordance 
with the following schedule:

The appointment of this Commission was recommended to the Town 
by the Town Government Study Committee in its first report, in 1963. 
At the annual Town Meeting in March of that year Sharon voted “That 
the Town accept the provisions of Section 8A of Chapter 40 of the Gen- 
eral Laws to establish a Development and Industrial Commission 5 


Five members were appointed by the Selectmen in August of that year 
and the first meeting was held on August 26. Subsequently the. Commission 
has met regularly once a month, and more often when there is a need. At 
the request of the chairman, an additional six members were appointed 
to the Commission in 1964. 


It is, obviously, most efficient and productive for the various town com- 
mittees to work closely together. So, as is customary with new committees, 
this commission spent most of the first year collecting resource informa- 
tion and material and getting acquainted with other groups working on 
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various phases of Town business. We are grateful to each of them, both as 
committees and individuals, for their generous information and suggestions 
which have been so helpful in launching a new town function. 


Also, since many of the problems encountered and plans considered by 
the several towns of an area are regional in nature, it is in the best interest 
of each for the whole group to work together. Toward this end, your 
Commission has met with similar committees in contiguous towns and 
with organizations in the area whose purpose is to promote and co-ordinate 
activities for better government and a more balanced tax structure. These 
include the Massachusetts Department of Commerce, the Greater Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, and the I-95 Associates; and we have made good 
use of the library of the Massachusetts Federation of Taxpayers Asso- 
ciations, as well as the Kirstein business library. 


During the year, the Commission has received several inquiries with 
regard to having additional land in Sharon zoned for light industry. By 
far the largest area concerned, some 60 acres already purchased by an 
industrial development company, is in the Route 1-I-95 district. This area 
of course has been recommended for some type of industry in the Com- 
prehensive Plan for Sharon prepared by 2 consultant for the Planning 
Board in 1959 and accepted in 1960. It would, in fact, be difficult to keep 
industry out of any area bordering Route 1 in the not-too-distant future. 
Numerous predictions have been made in the news media that the whole 
area from Boston to Washington, D.C. will eventually become a continuous 
megatropolis. In the Route 128 industrial area in June of 1955 there were 
39 new firms and 14 more under construction. By May of 1961 there were 
306 with 28 more under construction or being planned. 


While we do not expect anything quite comparable to happen in Sharon, 
some growth of this kind is not a totally unwelcome situation when it is 
recognized that each industry which can be brought into the town with- 
out undue capital expense does much to stabilize the tax rate. 


With these things in mind, this Commission has studied the area, con- 
sulted with town officials, with other town committees, and with land 
owners, and, we believe, have general agreement that it is desirable at 
this time that the Town rezone the land between Route | and Route I-95 
north of the new Edison Company power line to the intersection of the two 
highways, from “residential” to the same limited industry specifications as 
outlined in the zoning By-Laws for the westerly side of Route 1. This is 
an area of over 100 acres which, while not cut off from the town’s mainte- 
nance apparatus in the same sense that the westerly side of Route 1 is 
cut off by traffic lights on a main national highway, due to the under and 
overpasses at I-95, still, being a narrow area between two super highways, 
is very undesirable as residential property and for the same reasons is 
very choice industrial land. 


During the coming year your Commission will be working at attracting 
desirable industry to locate in Sharon. We shall welcome ideas and sug- 
gestions from Sharon business people, from members of other committees 
both past and present, or from any Sharonite who is interested in the 
orderly development of the Town.

Town Conservation in Massachusetts 


In his preface to the recent book “The Quiet Crisis,” by the Secretary of 
Interior, Stewart Udall, the late President John F. Kennedy stated in part: 
“We must expand the concept of conservation to meet the imperious 
problems of the new age. I hope that all Americans understand the im- 
portance of this effort, because it cannot be won until each American makes 
the preservation of the beauty and the bounty of the American earth his 
personal commitment.” 


Massachusetts, several years ago, made a significant advance through 
legislation, which provides for the creation of Conservation Commissions 
at the Town level. These are approved by Town Meeting, with members 
appointed by the Selectmen. They are charged with broad responsibilities 
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for promoting the best long term development of the natural resources of 
the town. At the present time 205 of the 351 towns of the State have 
voted Conservation Commissions, and more than 1,000 members are parti- 
cipating in this important venture. More than 6,000 acres of land have 
been acquired by Commissions. Of this, 38% has been acquired through 
direct purchase, 31% through gift, and 31% through other means such as 
tax title land, etc. Conservation funds have been established in 109 towns 
with deposits varying from $500 to $15,000. 


Work on acquired land 


The building of a foot bridge over Massapoag Brook about one-half mile 
down stream from Billings Street is much appreciated by those nature 
lovers who have come to enjoy the trail that reached this point. Our thanks 
for assistance on this project by personnel from the Town Department of 
Public Works. 


A trail committee of Doctor John Read, Bryce Moulton and Willard 
Rhodes is busy lining out a program to build trails on town land between 
the Lake and North Main Street. They will see that it is suitably marked 
with proper directional signs. Also, they plan to prepare a small brochure 
with plans to show points of interest, etc. 


Last fall we placed two bench seats near the dam at Mann’s Pond where 
people can rest and enjoy the view across the pond. 


We have again in 1964 continued our policy of tree planting. One 
thousand white spruce were set out on town land. Thanks are due to 
Dr. Riser and two boys from a Scout troop and also to Richard Chase, 
Robert Earle, Mrs. Jeannette Chase, as well as personnel from our Board 
who assisted in this work. 


During the year beautiful landscape plans of the area between the dam 
at Mann’s Pond and Billings Street were prepared by the State Department 
of Natural Resources. We feel that the carrying out of the suggested walk 
and plantings should be done by local organizations, such as the Garden 
Club, the League of Women Voters, one of the service clubs or other 
organizations. 


Exhibit 


Much favorable comment was received -from those who attended our 
exhibit at the annual “Home and Garden” Show conducted by the Rotary 
Club. Visitors were much interested in the over-all plan that showed land 
acquisition to date as well as proposed areas to fulfill the Master Plan. A 
Pamphlet “Why Conservation in Sharon” was passed out and helped to 
inform citizens of the importance of preserving our natural resources. 


Brook Road Extension 


This proposed extension of Brook Road to Rob’s Lane, involves a 
wooded area, abutting Massapoag Brook, which should be controlled by the 
Conservation Commission. We had been advised by Mr..Yohn Morandi, 
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the owner, that it was his intention to deed this brook area to the Com- 
mission if his proposed street layout was approved by the Planning Board. 
There has been considerable delay on this project, due to apparent differ- 
ence of opinion between the Planning Board and Mr. Morandi. Apparently 
the Planning Board wishes to provide for a street which would be an ex- 
tension of Rob’s Lane. The owner objects to this as he would lose one 
valuable house lot. The Conservation Commission can see no need of 
such extension as the land immediately north of the Morandi subdivision 
was acquired for Conservation purposes which would preclude the building 
of streets in that area. 


Industrial Zone 


Your Commission has been much concerned in regard to a proposed 
zoning alteration that would change part of the area between Route No. 1 
and Route 95 from Residence to Industrial. The Conservation Commission 
has no objection to an Industrial Zone in Sharon, provided it does not 
involve lands that are essential to our program. In the area between these 
two highways, there is considerable swamp land with a brook which outlets 
from it and is an important part of the watershed of the Neponset River 
Valley. The Town of Sharon, as well as several other towns in this valley, 
should be much concerned about land use in these areas. We would call 
your attention to a special report dated January, 1964, of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources relative to preserving the wetlands of the 
Neponset River Valley for certain purposes. Although this report states 
several reasons for conserving these wetlands, the most important one 
involves the retention of water storage areas in ponds and swamps which 
would relieve a tremendous additional future expense to provide for ade- 
quate drainage facilities for more rapid run-off, if the swamps referred to 
are replaced with industrial buildings, roads, and parking areas. Also, the 
wild life and esthetic values of these meadows would be drastically altered 
by an industrial development of this area. We are pleased to note that the 
Industrial Commission is recommending that the proposed Industrial Zone 
be confined to an area north of South Walpole Street. 


Legislation changes 


A new Conservation Fund amendment ( Acts 1964, Chap. 234, OL Chap. 
40 Sec. 5 (cl. 51) reads in part: “Money so appropriated in any year may 
be placed in a Conservation Fund and allowed to accumulate from year to 
year, and may be expended by said Commission for any purpose authorized 
by section eight C.” 


This means that after the town monies are voted into the fund that it 
is unnecessary to vote them out for a specific purpose so long as the ex- 
penditures are for uses as outlined in the acts creating the Commission. 


An act was also passed which requires, in effect, that the seller of real 
property to a town must make a statement, stating the true names and 
addresses of all persons who have a beneficial interest in the property, and 
file the same with the Commissioner of Administration. This does not 


apply to gifts. 
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Miscellaneous 


We continued our policy of sending a boy to the State Conservation 
Camp at Spencer. Merrill Holmes was chosen in 1964 and his interest 
and performance reflects credit on himself and the tuwn of Sharon. 


We are pleased with the appointment, by the Selectmen, of Dr. John 
Read, to our board, as a replacement for Albert Bussewitz, who has taken 
over the position at Norfolk for the Audubon Society. 


Proposed Land Acquisition 


Negotiations are about completed for the acquisition of several parcels 
of land, namely, Sharon Box Company and Mr. and Mrs. Dunham, along 
Beaver Hole Brook above its junction with Massapoag Brook, and from 
Robert Bachman adjacent to Knife Shop Pond. Studies are being made 
in the South Walpole Street area as to the advisability of acquiring certain 
lands, referred to under Industrial Zones. 


It is now five years that this Commission has existed and we feel that 
in 1965 we should take a new look at present and future land use and 
revise, if advisable, any recommendations made earlier in the Master Plan. 
We wish to express our appreciation to various town officials and boards, 
who have been most cooperative in assisting us in many ways. As we have 
often stated, a good conservation program can best be carried out when 
all town agencies such as the Selectmen under its public works program, 
the Planning Board, the School Committee, the School Expansion Com- 
mittee, the Industrial Commission and all citizens having to do with land 
use, get together and support what is for the best interests of the town. —

The Sharon Bi-Centennial Committee, which was appointed by the 
Selectmen, held its first meeting on September 23, 1964, shortly after ap- 
pointment. Mr. Walter Reeves was elected chairman and Mrs. Arnold 
Clough, secretary. Since the above date, the committee has met almost 
every other week. 


The work of the committee has included reviews of the activities in 
other towns holding similar celebrations; letters to local organizations; an 
open meeting with representatives of many of Sharon's religious, civic and 
fraternal organizations; interviews with companies having souvenirs for 
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sale; and the formulation of a broad outline of what the program might 
include. Tentative plans place the celebration on the week-end of July 
2-3-4-5, 1965. 

Although other towns have planned rather elaborate programs which 
have required a considerable outlay of money by the town, we feel a 
moderate program could be handled adequately with a reasonable budget. 
Such a program, as envisioned by the committee, might include: a grand 
opening, historical pageant and exhibits, open-house program, souvenir 
booklet, fireworks and a parade. Sub-committees needed to handle the de- 
tails of such a celebration are in the process of being formed. 

Sharon is rich in its historic heritage, and the Bi-Centennial Committee 
feels that a celebration worthy of its 200th Anniversary would be a stimu- 
lating project for the town of Sharon and its citizens in the year 1965. 





REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD

After serving capably on the Personnel Board from its inception, John 
W. Bettes found it necessary to resign early in the year. Appointed to the 
Board was Ralph Hayden, who was Chairman of the Study Committee 
which was instrumental in the passage and adoption of the Sharon Per- 
sonnel By-Law. William H. Eastman was elected to his sixth term as 
Chairman of the Personnel Board. 


The volume of problems relating to job classification, compensation 
levels, and policy interpretations continued high. In nearly all cases, ami- 
cable solutions to the problems were worked out. 


The annual review of salaries conducted in the fall revealed that, whereas 
salary maximums in Sharon compared favorably with those of the 39 towns 
in Massachusetts of comparable size, minimum salaries were too low. As 
a result, the Board voted to retain salary range maximums in 1965. In 
addition, it was voted to drop the first step in each salary range to raise 
minimums to a more favorable position and to reduce from 5% to 414 
the number of years necessary to progress from minimums to maximums. 


Further studies revealed that corrective action was also necessary to raise 
actual salaries closer to maximums to assure our employees of fair and 
equitable pay when compared to the survey criteria. As a consequence, two 
step rate increases were recommended for those employees whose salaries 
were in step 4 or lower. 


The voters of the Town will be asked to approve appropriate articles 
incorporating the above recommendations. They will also be asked to 
approve overtime for Department of Public Works employees after 45 
hours (presently 48) and four weeks’ vacation for all employees after 15 
years of service (presently 20 years). 


The Personnel Board is appreciative of the high degree of cooperation 
afforded its efforts in 1964.

EXCERPTS FROM CHAPTER 71 OF THE GENERAL LAWS 


REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT PLANNING BOARD 


Section 14A. It shall be the duty of the regional school district plan- 
ning board to study the advisability of establishing a regional school dis- 
trict, its organization, operation and control, and of constructing, main- 
taining and operating a school or schools to serve the needs of such dis- 
trict; to estimate the construction and operating costs thereof; to investi- 
gate the methods of financing such school or schools, and any other mat- 
ters pertaining to the organization and operation of a regional school dis- 
trict; and to submit a report of its findings and recommendations to the 
selectmen of the several towns. 


REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Section 16. A regional school district established under the provi- 
sions of the preceding section shall be a body politic and corporate with 
all the powers and duties conferred by law upon school committees, and 
with the following additional powers and duties: 


(a) To adopt a name and a corporate seal. 


(b) To sue and be sued, but only to the same extent and upon the 
samé conditions that a town may sue or be sued. 


(c) To acquire property within the towns comprising the district 
under the provisions of chapter seventy-nine and section fourteen of 
chapter forty for the purposes of the district, and to construct, reconstruct, 
add to, remodel, make extraordinary repairs to, equip, organize and op- 
erate a school or schools for the benefit of the towns comprising the dis- 
trict, and to make any necessary contracts in relation thereto. 


(ad) To incur debt for the purpose of acquiring land and constructing, 
reconstructing, adding to, and equipping a school building or buildings for 
a term not exceeding twenty years or for the purpose of remodeling and 
making extraordinary repairs to a school building or buildings for a term 
not exceeding ten years; provided, however, that any indebtedness so in- 
curred shall not exceed an amount approved by the emergency finance 
board; and provided, further, that no debt may be incurred until the ex- 
piration of thirty days from the date said debt was authorized by the 
district committee; and prior to the expiration of said period any member 
town of the regional school district may call a town meeting for the pur- 
pose of expressing disapproval of the amount of debt authorized by the 
district committee, and if at such meeting a majority of the voters pres- 
ent and voting thereon express disapproval of the amount authorized by 
the district committee, the said debt shall not be incurred and the district 
school committee shall thereupon prepare an alternative proposal and a 
new or revised authorization to incur debt.

(e) To issue bonds and notes in the name and upon the full faith and 
credit of said district; said bonds or notes shall be signed by the chairman 
and treasurer of the district committee and each issue of bonds or notes 
shall be a separate loan. 


(f) To receive and disburse funds for any district purpose. 


(g) To incur temporary debt in anticipation of revenue to be re- 
ceived from member towns. 


(h) To assess member towns for any expenses of the district. 


(i) To receive any grants or gifts for the purposes of the regional 
district school or schools. 


(j) To engage legal counsel. 


(k) To submit an annual report to each of the member towns con- 
taining a detailed financial statement, and a statement showing the meth- 
by which the annual charges assessed against each town were computed, 
together with such additional information relating to the operation and 
maintenance of such school or schools as may be deemed necessary by 
the district school committee or by the selectmen of any member town. 


(1) To employ a superintendent of schools who may also be a su- 
perintendent of one or more of the towns comprising said district, and 
said superintendent shall have all the powers and duties imposed upon 
School superintendents by law. 


(m) To adopt an annual operating and maintenance budget, not 
later than December first. 


REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Section 16A. The powers, duties and liabilities of a regional school 
district shall be vested in and exercised by a regional district school com- 
mittee organized in accordance with the agreement. 


Section 16B. The regional district school committee shall annually 
determine the amounts necessary to be raised to maintain and operate 
the district school or schools during the ensuing calendar year, and the 
amounts required for payment of debt and interest incurred by the dis- 
trict which will be due in the said year, and shall apportion the amount 
so determined among the several towns in accordance with the terms of 
the agreement. The amounts so apportioned for each town shall, prior 
to December thirty-first in each year, be certified by the regional district 
treasurer to the treasurers of the several towns. Each town shall, at the 
next annual town meeting, appropriate the amounts so certified, and in 
case any such town fails to pay over to the treasurer of said district the 
amount of its apportionment within the time specified in said agreement 
for such payment, the district school committee shall invoke the provi- 
sions of section thirty-four. The town treasurer shall pay the amount so 
appropriated or any amount ordered to be raised by court decree to said 
district at the time or times specified in the agreement.

Section 16C.—The regional school district shall be subject to all laws 
pertaining to school transportation; and when the agreement provides for 
the furnishing of transportation by the regional school district, the com- 
monwealth shall reimburse such district to the full extent of the amounts 
expended for such transportation, except that no such reimbursement 
shall be made for transportation of any pupil who resides less than one 
and one half miles, measured by a commonly traveled route, from the 
district school which he attends. 


Section 16D.—Each town comprising the regional school district shall 
continue to receive state aid for educational purposes in the amount to 
which it would be entitled if such district had not been formed; and such 
regional school district shall be entitled to receive state aid for construc- 
tion of regional schools. 


Section 16E.—The director of accounts in the department of corpora- 
tions and taxation shall annually cause an audit to be made of the ac- 
counts of the regional district school committee, and for this purpose he, 
and his duly accredited agents, shall have access to all necessary papers, 
books and records. 


Section 16F. The regional school district shall maintain a contribu- 
tory retirement system for non-teaching employees of the district, subject 
in all respects to the applicable provisions of chapter thirty-two. 

Section 16G.—No town in a regional school district shall be liable for 
any obligation imposed on any other town in said district by authority 
of sections fourteen to sixteen I, inclusive, or of any agreement thereun- 
der, any other provision of law to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Section 16H. The members of the aforesaid emergency finance board 
when acting under said sections shall receive from the commonwealth 
compensation to the same extent as provided under chapter three hun- 
dred and sixty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and fifty-three, as 
amended, including chapter seventy-four of the acts of nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-five. 


Section 16I. If any provision of said sections, or the application of 
such provision to any person or circumstances, shall be held invalid, the 
remainder of said sections and the application of such provisions to per- 
sons or circumstances other than those as to which it is held invalid, 
shall not be affected thereby. 


EXCERPT FROM CHAPTER 70 OF THE GENERAL LAWS 


Section 3B. The state treasurer in making annual payments to the 
several towns of the amounts required under this chapter shall pay to 
each town comprising a regional school district an additional amount 
equal to fifteen per cent of the amount to which such town would be 
entitled if such a regional school district had not been formed. No pay- 
ment shall be made under this section to any such town prior to the date 
of award of a contract for the construction of a regional school by the 
regional district school committee.

Greetings: 


Vocational Education is authorized by Chapter 74, General 
Laws and amendments thereto. Chapter 74, Section 1, as amended, 
defines vocational education as ‘‘Education of which the primary 
purpose is to fit pupils for profitable employment”’. 


In 1960 school representatives of this geographical area dis- 
cussed with the State Department of Education the advisability of 
establishing a regional vocational technical school. The Division of 
Vocational Education prepared a comprehensive study of the area. 
The report published in September 1961 contained the recom- 
mendation of the Department of Education that such a school be 
established. 


Since then eight towns and the City of Brockton voted to ap- 
point three members each to establish a Regional School District 
Planning Board to perform the duties defined in Chapter 71 of the 
General Laws namely; 

“to study the advisability of establishing a regional school dis- 
trict, its Organization, operation and control, and of construct- 
ing, maintaining, and operating a school to serve the needs of 
such district; to establish the construction and operating costs 
thereof; to investigate the methods of financing such a school; 
and any other matters pertaining to the organization and opera- 
tion of a regional school district’’ 


The regional board and its sub committees have met regularly 
and now presents herein a report which gives basic information on 
the proposed school and recommendation for action. The informa- 
tion except that based on specific laws and the terms of the agree- 
ment .. represents only recommendations and estimates. After the 
region has been established the final decision on curriculum, enroll- 
ment policy, size of school, organizational procedures, and cther 
pertinent subjects shall be made by the Regional District School 
Committee. (Section 1 of the Agreement). 


The work of this Regional Planning Committee was helped 
considerably by the fact that there are already two Regional Voca- 
tional High School Districts in operation ... the South Shore Re- 
gional District and in the North Adams area . . . and four others 
nearing completion.

Your Regional School District Planning Committee recom- 
mends the establishment of a Regional Vocational Technical 
School in Accordance with the terms of the Agreement and Chap.

1. WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OF A 
REGIONAL VOCATIONAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL? 


The primary purpose of Vocational Education is to prepare 
persons for effective entrance into employment. Some 
courses may prepare for a 13th and 14th year of advanced 
technical training. A Regional Vocational School offers a 
curriculum that would not be practical at local high school 
level. 


2. WHAT IS THE RECOMMENDED CURRICULUM? 


The planning committee has recommended and the State 
Department of Education has approved the following cur- 
riculum.

Courses in academic subjects will include English, Social 
Studies, Mathematics and Science as related to the Vocational 
subjects. 


Occupational Education 


This course is established for those pupils who cannot meet 
the requirements of regular vocational courses. This course 
should offer at least a partial solution to the ‘drop out” 
problem. 


Adult Education 


It is anticipated that the facilities of the Regional Vocational 
Technical School will be available for adult education on an 
evening school basis. 


3. HOW LARGE WILL THE SCHOOL BE? 


The school will be built for approximately 826 pupils, of which 
646 will be in grades 9 thru 12 and 180 in grades 13 and 14. 
The total enrollment will not be reached immediately. For 
example, in the opening year courses would be offered to 9th 


eS 


grade students only, in the second year to 9th and 10th grade 
pupils and progressively in the following years. It is expected 
that 13th grade courses will be available at the beginning. 


WHERE WILL THE SCHOOL BE LOCATED? 


The school will be located within the geographical limits of the 
District and within a radius of 5 miles from the intersection of 
Routes 24 and 106. 


HOW WILL PUPILS BE TRANSPORTED 
TO THE SCHOOL? 


For pupils in grades 9-12 transportation will be provided by 
the regional school district. 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN TO PRESENT HIGH SCHOOL 
SHOPS? 


They will not be affected. High School industrial art shops 
have a place in a regular high school curriculum because they 
allow pupils to explore several fields, in one of which he may 
take an active and lasting interest. In contrast, vocational 
schools train for jobs. 


WHAT STANDARDS WILL BE ESTABLISHED 
FOR THE SELECTION OF PUPILS? 


Admission standards will be established by the Regional 
School Board subject to the approval of the State Department 
of Education. The recommendations of local school author- 
ities will carry considerable weight, but the final decision 
will be that of the Regional School administrators, within the 
established standards. 


Standards are likely to be high because the requirements of 
industry have become more stringent with the advances in 
technology. 


HOW WILL THE SCHOOL BE OPERATED AND 
CONTROLLED? 


The school will be governed by a Regional District School 
Board consisting of one member from each town and two 
members from the city of Brockton. They will be elected at 
regular town and city elections in accordance with the terms 
of the Agreement. An interim Committee comprised of the

same number from each town and city will be appointed until 
the regular members have been elected. 


The authority and duties of the Board are detailed primarily 
in Sections 16 of Chapter 71 of the General Laws, excerpts of 
which are printed on the inside covers of this brochure. 


The school will be operated by this board, subject to the 
policies and practices established by law and by the State 
Department of Education. 


9. HOW DOES THE STATE PARTICIPATE IN THE 
COST OF CONSTRUCTING AND OPERATING 
THE SCHOOL? 


Under the current laws the state pays a large share of the 
costs. 


A. If all the municipalities join the district it is estimated 
that the state will pay 61.40 per cent of the construction 
costs. (This does not include the cost of land or interest on 
borrowings.) 


B. Thestate pays 100 per cent of the basic planning costs 
(Up to 5 per cent of the total construction costs.) 


C. The state pays 100 per cent of the transportation cost. 


D. Approximately 50 per cent of the operating costs are 
paid by the state. 


E. Other aid can be expected in the form of funds through 
the ‘‘National Defense Education Act’’, plus equipment which 
may be available from federal and state sources. 


F. Also the state pays directly to each municipality an addi- 
tional 15 per cent of the amount to which the town would be 
entitled to for state aid under Chapter 70. 


It should be understood that in some of the above categories 
the state funds would not be forthcoming in the year in which 
the expenditures were made. This time lag will naturally 
affect the net outlay in early years, but the benefit will be 
clearly felt as the program gets into full operation.

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HOW MUCH WILL IT COST TO CONSTRUCT 
THE SCHOOL? 
After consultations with state authorities, the Regional Plan- 
ning Board has estimated that the net construction and fi- 
nancing cost to the region will approximate $1,975,677. This 
is the best estimate that can be made based on available infor- 
mation. The final cost will be determined by the Regional 
School Board which has the responsibility of planning and 
constructing the school. The following is a breakdown of the 
estimated cost:

ll. EXACTLY WHAT WILL YOU BE VOTING FOR? 


You will be voting to establish a Regional Vocational Tech- 
nical School District, by accepting the provisions of the appro- 
priate sections of Chapters 71 and 489 of the General Laws, 
as amended. The wording of the ballot will be substantially 
the same as the following: 


“Shall the city (town ) accept the provisions of an act passed by the 
General Court in the year nineteen hundred and sixty three, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a regional school district by the city 
of Brockton and the towns of Easton, East Bridgewater, Fox- 
borough, Mansfield, Norton, Sharon, Stoughton, and West 
Bridgewater and the construction, maintenance and operation of a 
regional school by the said district in accordance with the pro- 
visions of a proposed agreement filed with the city council of said 
city and the selectmen of said towns?”’ 
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An affirmative vote means that the town accepts the terms of 
the proposed agreement between the municipalities. The proposed 
agreement is printed completely in the next sections of this bro- 
chure. Careful study is reeommended. 


AGREEMENT WITH RESPECT TO THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A VOCATIONAL REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT 


This agreement is entered into pursuant to Chapter of the Acts 
of 1963 by and among the city of Brockton and the towns of East 
Bridgewater, Easton, Foxborough, Mansfield, Norton, Sharon, 
Stoughton and West Bridgewater (or by and among the city of 
Brockton and such two or more of said towns as shall accept said 
Chapter 489). 


In consideration of the mutual promises herein contained, it 
is hereby agreed as follows: 


SECTION I 


THE REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
(A) Composition 


The regional district school committee, hereinafter some- 
times referred to as the Committee, shall consist of ten mem- 
bers, two from the city of Brockton and one from each of the 
towns of East Bridgewater, Easton, Foxborough, Mansfield, 
Norton, Sharon, Stoughton and West Bridgewater. The 
members of the Committee shall be elected at the regular 
city elections and at the annual town elections, except that 
the members on the Interim Committee shall be appointed as 
provided in subsection I (B). All members shall serve until 
their respective successors are elected and qualified. 


Notwithstanding any provisions to the contrary contained in 
this subsection, if the city of Brockton and two or more of 
the above mentioned towns but less than eight of them 
accept the provisions of Chapter489of the Acts of 1963, the 
total membership of ten on the Committee shall be reduced 
by the number of members which would have represented 
any non-accepting towns and all references in this agree- 
ment to any non-accepting towns shall be deemed stricken 
therefrom. 


(B) Interim Committee 


Within ten days after the establishment of the regional 
school district, the moderator of each member town shall 
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appoint one member and the mayor and the school com- 
mittee of the city of Brockton shall each appoint one mem- 
ber to serve on the Committee. Each of the members ap- 
pointed by the moderators and the member appointed by the 
mayor of the city of Brockton shall have been members of 
the regional school district planning board which submitted 
this agreement if such persons are available and willing to 
serve. The member appointed by the school committee of the 
city of Brockton shall be from its own membership. The 
members so appointed shall serve on the Committee until 
their respective successors are elected and qualified to serve 
as provided in subsections I (C) and I (E) of this agree- 
ment. 


C) Elected Members 


At every biennial city election, commencing with the bien- 
nial election in 1965, the city of Brockton shall elect two 
members to serve on the Committee for a term of two years. 
At the annual town elections in 1966 each of the following 
towns which are members of the District shall elect members 
to serve on the Committee as follows: the towns of East 
Bridgewater, Easton and Foxborough shall each elect one 
member for a term of one year; the towns of Mansfield, Nor- 
ton and Sharon shall each elect one member for a term of 
two years; and the towns of Stoughton and West Bridge- 
water shall each elect one member for a term of three years; 
and thereafter, in every year in which the term of office of 
an elected member expires, the member town involved shall, 
at its annual town election, elect one member to serve for a 
term of three years. 


D) Vacancies 


If a vacancy occurs in the Interim Committee described in 
subsection I (B), such vacancy shall be filled in the same 
manner as the original appointment. If a vacancy occurs 
among the elected members of a town, the selectmen and 
the local school committee members from the member town 
involved, acting jointly, shall appoint a member to serve 
until the next annual town election, at which election a suc- 
cessor shall be elected to serve for the balance of the un- 
expired term, if any. If a vacancy occurs among the mem- 
bers from the city of Brockton, the city council and school 
committee of the city of Brockton, acting jointly, shall ap- 
point a member to serve for the balance of the unexpired 
term. 
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(E) Organization and Commencement of Terms of Office 


The term of office of any member from a member town shall 
begin on April 1 following the election of such member and 
the term of office of any member from the city of Brockton 
shall begin on January 1 following the election of such mem- 
ber. Promptly upon the appointment and qualification of the 
members of the Interim Committee and on April 1 of each 
year thereafter, the Committee shall organize and choose by 
ballot a chairman from among its own membership. At the 
same meeting, or at any other meeting, the Committee shall 
appoint a treasurer and a secretary, who may be the same 
person but who need not be members of the Committee, 
choose such other officers as it deems advisable, determine 
the terms of office of its officers (except the chairman who 
shall be elected annually as provided above) and prescribe 
the powers and duties of any of its officers, fix the time and 
place for its regular meetings and provide for the calling of 
special meetings. 


(F) Powers and Duties 


The Committee shall have all the powers and duties con- 
ferred and imposed upon it by this agreement and such other 
additional powers and duties as are specified in Chapter 489 
of the Acts of 1963, and any amendments thereof or addi- 
tions thereto, now or hereafter enacted, or as may be 
specified in any other applicable general or special law. 


(G) Quorum 


The quorum for the transaction of business shall be a major- 
ity of the Committee, but a number less than the majority 
may adjourn. 


SECTION II TYPE OF REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL 


The regional district school shall be a vocational high school 
consisting of grades nine through twelve, inclusive. The Committee 
is hereby authorized to establish and maintain such kinds of educa- 
tion as may be provided by cities or towns under the provisions of 
Chapter 74 of the General Laws and acts amendatory thereof, in 
addition thereto or dependent thereon. 
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SECTION III 
LOCATION OF THE REGIONAL DISTRICT SCHOOL 


The regional district school shall be located within the 
geographical limits of the District and within a radius of ‘five 
miles from the intersection of Routes 24 and 106. 


SECTION IV APPORTIONMENT AND PAYMENT OF 
COSTS INCURRED BY THE DISTRICT 


(A) Classification of Costs 


For the purpose of apportioning assessments levied by the 
District against the member municipalities, costs shall be 
divided into two categories: capital costs and operating costs. 


(B) Capital Costs 


Capital costs shall include all expenses in the nature of 
capital outlay such as the cost of acquiring land, the cost of 
construction, reconstructing, and adding to buildings, and 
the cost of remodeling or making extraordinary repairs to a 
school building or buildings, including without limitation the 
cost of the original equipment and furnishings for such 
buildings or additions, plans, architects’ and consultants’ 
fees, grading and other costs incidental to placing school 
buildings.and additions and related structures and premises 
in operating condition. Capital costs shall also include pay- 
ment of principal of and interest on bonds, notes or other 
obligations issued by the District to finance capital costs. 


(C) Operating Costs 


Operating costs shall include all costs not included in capital 
costs as defined in subsection IV (B), but including interest 
on temporary notes issued by the District in anticipation of 
revenue. 


(D) Apportionment of Operating Costs 


Operating costs for the first calendar year next following the 
establishment of the regional school district and for every 
calendar year thereafter shall be apportioned to the member 
municipalities on the basis of their respective pupil enroll- 
ments in the regional district school. Each member munic- 
ipality’s share for each calendar year shall be determined by 
computing the ratio which that municipality’s pupil enroll- 
ment in the regional district school on October 1 of the 
year next preceding the year for which the apportionment is 
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determined bears to the total pupil enrollment from all the 
member municipalities in the regional district school on the 
same date. In the event that enrollment in the regional dis- 
trict school has not been accomplished by October 1 of any 
year, operating costs shall be apportioned on the basis of en- 
rollment in grades nine through twelve of pupils residing in 
each member municipality and receiving education at such 
municipality’s expense on October 1 of that year. 


(E) Apportionment of Capital Costs 


Capital costs shall be apportioned annually in December for 
the calendar year as follows: (1) Capital costs incurred in 
connection with the construction, equipping and placing in 
operation of the initial school building or buildings, including 
the payment of principal of and interest on bonds, notes or 
other obligations of the District issued to finance such 
capital costs, shall be apportioned on the basis of the mem- 
ber municipalities’ equalized valuations. Each member 
municipality’s share shall be determined by computing to the 
nearest one tenth of one per cent the ratio which its equal- 
ized valuation bears to the total of the equalized valuations 
of all the member municipalities. Equalized valuation as used 
in this clause (1) shall be defined as the valuation of each 
member municipality as contained in pages 16 to 25, inclu- 
sive, of House Document No. 3303, dated April, 1963, the 
said document being the report of the State Tax Commission 
filed with the General Court under the provisions of Section 
9 of Chapter 58 of the General Laws and the said valuations 
of the proposed member municipalities as contained in the 
said report being as follows:

(2) Capital costs other than those apportioned pursuant to 
clause (1) of this subsection IV (E), whether or not incurred 
in connection with the construction of an addition to or the 
reconstruction, replacement, or remodeling of or the making

buildings, including the payment of principal of and interest 
on bonds, notes or other obligations of the District issued to 
finance such capital costs, shall be apportioned annually in 
December for the ensuing calendar year as follows: each 
member municipality’s share for each calendar year shall 
be determined by computing the ratio which that munic- 
ipality’s pupil enrollment in the regional district school on 
October 1 of the year next preceding the year for which the 
apportionment is determined bears to the total pupil enroll- 
ment from all the member municipalities in the regional dis- 
trict school on the same date. In the event that enrollment in 
the regional district school has not been accomplished by 
October 1 of any year, such capital costs shall be appor- 
tioned on the basis of enrollment in grades nine through 
twelve of pupils residing in each member municipality and 
receiving education at such municipality’s expense on Oc- 
tober 1 of that year. 


Times of Payment of Apportioned Costs 


Each member municipality shall pay to the District in each 
year its proportionate share, certified as provided in sub- 
section V (C), of the capital and operating costs. Except 
as otherwise provided in subsection V (A) the annual share 
of each member municipality shall be paid in such amounts 
and at such times that at least the following percentages of 
such annual share shall be paid on or before the dates in- 
dicated, respectively:

SECTION V BUDGET 


Initial Budget 


Within sixty days after the initial regional district school 
committee is organized, it shall prepare a reasonably detailed 
operating and maintenance budget covering expenses, if 
any, for the balance of the then calendar year. Copies of 
such proposed budget shall be submitted to the chairman of 
the finance or advisory committee of each member town and 
to the mayor of the city of Brockton for their consideration. 
A budget shall be adopted not earlier than fourteen days but 
within twenty-one days after the proposed budget has been 
so submitted. The amount of the said budget shall be appor- 
tioned among the member municipalities according to the 
provisions of Section IV herein. The regional district treas- 
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urer Shall certify to the treasurer of each member munic- 
ipality its respective share of said budget. The sums thus 
certified shall be payable by the member municipalities to 
the regional district school committee but only from funds 
which may be or may. have been appropriated by the mem- 
ber municipalities for such purpose. 


(B) Tentative Operating and Maintenance Budget 


Thereafter, the Committee shall annually prepare a tenta- 
tive operating and maintenance budget for the ensuing cal- 
endar year, attaching thereto provision for any installment 
of principal or interest to become due in such year on any 
bonds, or other evidence of indebtedness of the District and 
any other capital costs to be apportioned to the member 
municipalities. On or before November 15 the said Commit- 
tee shall submit to the mayor of the city of Brockton and the 
chairman of the board of selectmen and the chairman of the 
finance or advisory committee of the member towns a copy 
of such tentative operating and maintenance budget which 
shall be itemized as follows or be in such further detail as 
the regional district school committee may deem advisable.

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(C) Final Operating and Maintenance Budget 


The Committee shall adopt an annual operating and main- 
tenance budget, including debt and interest charges and any 
other current capital costs as separate items, on or before 
December 1 for the ensuing calendar year, and the said 
Committee shall apportion the amounts necessary to be 
raised in order to meet the said budget in accordance with 
the provisions of subsections IV (D) and IV (E). The 
amounts so apportioned to each member municipality shall, 
prior to December 31 of each year preceding the calendar 
year to which said budget relates, be certified by the district 
treasurer to the treasurer of each member municipality, and 
each municipality shall appropriate the amounts so certified. 
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(D) 


Incurring of Debt 


Not later than seven days after the date on which the Com- 
mittee authorizes the incurring of debt other than tem- 
porary debt in anticipation of revenue to be received from 
member municipalities, written notice of the date of said 
authorization, the sum authorized, and the general purpose 
or purposes for authorizing such debt shall be submitted to 
the city council of the city of Brockton and to the board of 
selectmen in each member town. 


SECTION VI TRANSPORTATION 


School transportation shall be provided by the regional school 


district and the cost thereof :shall be apportioned to the member 
municipalities as an operating cost.

SECTION VII AMENDMENTS 
Limitations 


This agreement may be amended from time to time in the 
manner hereinafter provided, but no amendment shall be 
made which shall substantially impair the rights of the hold- 
ers of any bonds, notes or other obligations of the District 
then outstanding, or the rights of the District to procure the 
means for payment thereof, provided that nothing in this 
section shall prevent the admission of a new town or towns 
to the District and the reapportionment accordingly of 
capital costs of the District represented by bonds or notes 
of the District then outstanding and of interest thereon. 


Procedure 


Any proposal for amendment, except a proposal for amend- 
ment providing for the withdrawal of a member municipality 
(which shall be acted upon as provided in Section IX), may 
be initiated by a two-thirds vote of all the members of the 
Committee or by a petition signed by 10% of the registered 
voters of any one of the member municipalities. In the latter 
case, Said petition shall contain at the end thereof a cer- 
tification by the town or city clerk of such member munic- 
ipality as to the number of registered voters in said 
municipality according to the most recent voting list and 
the number of signatures on the petition which appear to be 
the names of registered voters of said municipality and said

indebtedness of the District outstanding at the time of such 
withdrawal, and for interest thereon, to the same extent and 
in the same manner as though the municipality had not 
withdrawn from the District. 


(B) Procedure 


The clerk of the municipality seeking to withdraw shall 
notify the Committee in writing that such municipality has 
voted to request the Committee to draw up an amendment 
to the agreement (enclosing a certified copy of such vote). 
Thereupon, the Committee shall draw up an amendment to 
the agreement setting forth such terms of withdrawal as it 
deems advisable, subject to the limitation contained in sub- 
section VII (A). The secretary of the Committee shall mail 
or deliver a notice in writing to the board of selectmen of 
each member town and to the city council of the city of 
Brockton that the Committee has drawn up an amendment 
to the agreement providing for the withdrawal of a member 
municipality (enclosing a copy of such amendment). The 
selectmen of each member town shall include in the warrant 
for the next annual or a special town meeting called for the 
purpose an article stating the amendment or the substance 
thereof. Such amendment shall take effect upon its accept- 
ance by all of the member municipalities, acceptance by 
each town to be by a majority vote at a town meeting as 
aforesaid and acceptance by the city of Brockton to be by a 
vote of two thirds of the members in office of its city 
council. 


(C) Cessation of Terms of Office of Withdrawing 
Municipality’s Members 


Upon the effective date of withdrawal the terms of office of 
all members serving on the regional district school commit- 
tee from the withdrawing municipality shall terminate and 
the total membership of the Committee shall be decreased 
accordingly. 


(D) Apportionment of Capital Costs After Withdrawal 


The withdrawing municipality’s annual share of any future 
installment of principal and interest on obligations outstand- 
ing on the effective date of its withdrawal shall be fixed 
at the percentage prevailing for such town at the last annual 
apportionment made next prior to the effective date of the 
withdrawal. The remainder of any such installment after 
subtracting the share of any municipality or municipalities 
which have withdrawn shall be apportioned to the remaining 
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petition shall be presented to the secretary of the Com- 
mittee. In <ither case, the secretary of the Committee shall 
mail or delivcr a notice in writing to the board of selectmen 
of each of the member towns and to the city council of 
Brockton that a proposal to amend this agreement has been 
made and shall enclose a copy of such proposal (without the 
signatures in the case of a proposal by petition). The se- 
lectmen of each member town shall include in the warrant 
for the next annual or a special town meeting called for the 
purpose an article stating the proposal or the substance 
thereof. Such amendment shall take effect upon its accept- 
ance by all of the member municipalities, acceptance by 
each town to be by a majority vote at a town meeting as 
aforesaid and acceptance by the city of Brockton to be 
by a majority vote of its city council, 


SECTION VIII ADMISSION OF ADDITIONAL 
TOWNS TO THE DISTRICT 


By an amendment of this agreement adopted under and in 


accordance with Section VII above, any other town or towns may 
be admitted to the regional school district upon adoption as therein 
provided of such amendment and upon acceptance by the town or 
towns seeking admission of the agreement as so amended and also 
upon compliance with such provisions of law as may be applicable 
and such terms as may be set forth in such an amendment.

SECTION IX WITHDRAWAL 
Limitations 


The withdrawal of a member municipality from the District 
may be effected by an amendment to this agreement in the 
manner hereinafter provided by this section. Any member 
municipality seeking to withdraw shall, by a majority vote 
at an annual or special town meeting in the case of a town or 
by a vote of two thirds of the members in office of the city 
council in the case of the city of Brockton, request the 
Committee to draw up an amendment to this agreement set- 
ting forth the terms by which such municipality may with- 
draw from the District, provided (1) that the municipality 
seeking to withdraw shall remain liable for any unpaid 
operating costs which have been certified by the district 
treasurer to the treasurer of the withdrawing municipality, 
including the full amount so certified for the year in which 
such withdrawal takes effect and (2) that the said municipal- 
ity shall remain liable to the District for its share of the 
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member municipalities in the manner provided in subsection 
IV (D) or as may be otherwise provided in the amendment 
providing for such withdrawal. 


(E) Payments of Certain Capital Costs Made by a 
Withdrawing Municipality 


Money received by the District from the withdrawing muni- 
cipality for payment of funded indebtedness or interest 
thereon shall be used only for such purpose and until so used 
shall be deposited in trust in the name of the District with 
a Massachusetts bank or trust company having a combined 
capital and surplus of not less than $5,000,000. 


SECTION X ADMISSION OF PUPILS RESIDING 
OUTSIDE THE DISTRICT 


The Committee may accept for enrollment in the regional dis- 
trict school pupils from municipalities other than the member 
municipalities on a tuition basis. Income received by the district 
from tuition pupils shall be deducted from the total operating costs 
in the next annual budget to be prepared after the receipt thereof, 
prior to apportionment under Section IV to the member municipal- 
ities. 


SECTION XI ADVISORY COMMITTEES 


The regional district school committee may, to assist it in the 
construction of any regional school building, appoint a building 
committee to advise it with respect to plans, specifications, appoint- 
ment of architects, engineers, the letting of contracts, the super- 
vision of construction, and any other assistance which the regional 
district school committee may desire. The members of any such 
committee shall serve without compensation.

Chap. 489. An AcT AUTHORIZING THE FORMATION OF A REGIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT FOR VOCATIONAL EDUCATION BY THE 
CITY OF BROCKTON AND THE TOWNS OF EAST BRIDGEWATER, 
EASTON, FOXBOROUGH, MANSFIELD, NORTON, SHARON, 
STOUGHTON AND WEST BRIDGEWATER. 


Be 1t enacted, etc.,.as follows: 


Section 1. The city of Brockton, by vote of its city council, and any 
one or more of the towns of East Bridgewater, Easton, Foxborough, 
Mansfield, Norton, Sharon, Stoughton and West Bridgewater, by vote 
in town meeting duly called therefor, may each create a special unpaid 
committee to be known as a regional school district planning committee, 
to consist of three members, one of whom shall be a member of the school 
committee, to be appointed by the mayor or moderator, as the case may 
be. Said city and each of said towns may at the same meeting or at a 
subsequent meeting appropriate for the expenses of said committee such 
sum or sums, not exceeding one tenth of one per cent of the assessed 
valuation of such city or town in the preceding year as it may deem 
necessary. Any regional school district planning committee heretofore 
created by said city or by any one or more of said towns may carry out 
the functions of a regional school district planning committee provided 
for under this act in heu of a new committee. Any vote creating such 
committee heretofore taken by the city council of said city or by any 
town meeting in any one or more of said towns is hereby validated in all 
respects. Any vacancy in the membership of a regional school district 
planning committee acting under this act may be filled by the mayor 
or moderator, as the case may be. A regional school district planning 
committee of said city and of any one or more of said towns may join 
together to form a regional school district planning board. 

SEcTION 2. It shall be the duty of the regional school district plan- 
ning board to study the advisability of establishing a regional school 
district, its organization, operation and control, and of constructing, 
maintaining and operating a school or schools to serve the needs of such 
district; to estimate the construction and operating costs thereof; to 
investigate the methods of financing such school or schools, and any 
other matters pertaining to the organization and operation of a regional 
school district; and to submit a report of its findings and reeommenda- 
tions to the city council of said city and to the selectmen of each of said 
towns. 

Section 3. The said regional district planning board may recom- 
mend that there shall be established a regional school district which 
may include all the municipalities represented by its membership, or 
alternatively, any specified combination of such municipalities. If the 
said regional district planning board so recommends, it shall submit a 
proposed agreement or agreements setting forth as to each alternative 
recommendation, if such be made, the following : — 

(a) The number, composition, method of selection, and terms of office 
of the members of the regional district school committee. 

(b) The municipality or municipalities in which, or the general area 
within the regional school district where, the regional district school or 
schools are to be located. 

(c) The method of apportioning the expenses of the regional school 
district, and the method of apportioning the costs of school construc- 
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tion, including any interest and retirement of principal of any bonds or 
other obligations issued by the district among the several municipalities 
comprising the district, and the time and manner of payment of the 
shares of said municipalities of any such expense. 

(d) The method by which school transportation shall be provided. 

(e) The terms by which any municipality may be admitted to or 
separated from the regional school district. 

(f) The method by which the agreement may be amended. 

(g) The detailed procedure for the preparation and adoption of an 
annual budget. 

(h) Any other matters, not imcompatible with law, which the said 
board may deem advisable. 

Copies of such agreement shall be submitted to the emergency finance 
board, established under chapter forty-nine of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and thirty-three, and the department of education, and, sub- 
ject to their approval, to the several municipalities for their acceptance. 

The type of regional district school or schools shall be a vocational 
high school or schools consisting of grades nine through twelve, inclu- 
sive. When the district has been organized and its school is available 
for use, no city or town belonging to the district and no other regional 
school district of which such city or town is a member shall offer voca- 
tional education except with the approval of the commissioner of edu- 
cation. Said commissioner shall not give such approval if in his opinion 
it would involve unnecessary duplication of facilities. As used in this 
section, vocational education includes such kinds of education as may 
be provided by cities or towns pursuant to chapter seventy-four of the 
General Laws. 

SEecTION 4. The agreement made under section three of this act, or 
any amendment to such an agreement, may contain provisions authoriz- 
ing any member municipality to sell, lease or grant a license to use any 
school building and any land appurtenant thereto or used in connection 
therewith to the regional school district, and any such municipality 
may authorize such sale, lease or license accordingly, notwithstanding 
the provisions of section three of chapter forty of the General Laws or 
any other provisions of law to the contrary. In case of a sale, the price 
and time or times of payment and the method by which the municipali- 
ties other than the selling municipality shall be assessed for such pay- 
ment shall be set forth in the agreement or amendment; but in no case 
shall payments be made which shall extend over a period in excess of 
twenty years. In the case of a lease or license to use the rental or license 
fee any terms of payment and assessment shall be set forth in the agree- 
ment or amendment. The lease or license to use may be for a term or 
period not in excess of twenty years, and may contain provisions for the 
extension of the lease or license to use for an additional term or period 
not in excess of twenty years, at the option of the regional district school 
committee. 

Section 5. Upon receipt by the city council of Brockton of a recom- 
mendation that a regional school district be established, and of a pro- 
posed agreement therefor submitted in accordance with the provisions 
of sections one to three, inclusive, said council shall direct the city clerk 
to cause the question of accepting the provisions of this act to be placed 
on the ballot to be used at the next state election or at the regular city 
election to be held in the year nineteen hundred and sixty-three, which- 
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ever occurs first, in substantially the form hereinafter set forth; and 
upon receipt by the selectmen of each of said towns of a recommendation 
that a regional school district be established and of a proposed agree- 
ment therefor submitted in accordance with the provisions of sections 
one to three, said selectmen shall cause to be presented for determina- 
tion by vote, with printed ballots at an annual or a special town meeting 
called for the purpose, the question of accepting the provisions of this 
act, which question shall be in substantially the following form: — 
“Shall the city (town) accept the provisions of an act passed by the 
General Court in the year nineteen hundred and sixty-three, providing 
for the establishment of a regional school district by the city of Brockton, 
and the towns of (such towns as may be recommended under section 
three of this act) and the construction, maintenance and operation of 
a regional school by the said district in accordance with the provisions 
of a proposed agreement filed with the city council of said city and the 
selectmen of said towns?”’ If a majority of the voters in said city, 
present and voting, and a majority of the voters present and voting on 
said question in at least two of said towns shall vote in the affirmative, 
this act shall become fully effective, and the proposed regional school 
district, comprising said city and the towns which accepted this act as 
herein provided, shall be deemed to be established forthwith in accord- 
ance with the terms of the agreement so adopted. 

Sxection 6. The regional school district established under the pro- 
visions of section five shall be a body politic and corporate with all the 
powers and duties conferred by law upon school committees, and with 
the following additional powers and duties: — 

(a) To adopt a name and a corporate seal. The engraved or printed 
facsimile of such seal on a bond or note of the district shall have the 
same validity and effect as though such seal were impressed thereon. 

(b) To sue and be sued, but only to the same extent and upon the 
same conditions that a city or town may sue or be sued. 

(c) To acquire property within the municipalities comprising the dis- 
trict under the provisions of chapter seventy-nine and section fourteen 
of chapter forty of the General Laws, for the purposes of the district, and 
to construct, reconstruct, add to, remodel, make extraordinary repairs 
to, equip, organize and operate a school or schools for the benefit of the 
municipalities comprising the district, and to make any necessary con- 
tracts in relation thereto. 

(d) To incur debt for the purpose of acquiring land and constructing, 
reconstructing, adding to, and equipping a school building or buildings 
for a term not exceeding twenty years or for the purpose of remodeling 
and making extraordinary repairs to a school building or buildings for a 
term not exceeding ten years; provided, however, that any indebted- 
ness so ineurred shall not exceed an amount approved by the emergency 
finance board; and provided, further, that written notice of the amount 
of the debt and of the general purposes for which it was authorized shall 
be given to the city council of said city and to the board of selectmen 
in each of the member towns comprising the district not later than seven 
days after the date on which said debt was authorized by the district 
committee; and no debt may be incurred until the expiration of thirty 
days:from the date said debt was authorized by the district committee, 
If, prior to the expiration of said period, the city council of said city 
expresses disapproval of the amount authorized by the district com- 
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mittee, or any member town expresses such disapproval by vote of a 
majority of the voters present and voting on the matter at a town 
meeting called for the purpose of expressing such disapproval, the said 
debt shall not be incurred and the district school committee shall pre- 
pare another proposal which may be the same as any prior proposal and 
an authorization to incur debt therefor. 

(e) To issue bonds and notes in the name and upon the full faith and 
credit of said district; said bonds or notes shall be signed by the chair- 
man and treasurer of the district committee, except that said chairman 
by a writing bearing his written signature and filed in the office of said 
treasurer, which writing shall be open to public inspection, may au- 
thorize said treasurer to cause to be engraved or printed on said bonds 
or notes a facsimile of said chairman’s signature, and such facsimile so 
engraved or printed shall have the same validity and effect as said 
chairman’s written signature, and each issue of bonds or notes shall be a 
separate loan. 

(f) To receive and disburse funds for any district purpose. 

(g) To incur temporary debt in anticipation of revenue to be received 
from member municipalities. 

(h) To assess member municipalities for any expenses of the district. 

(z) To receive any grants or gifts for the purposes of the regional 
district school or schools. 

(7) To engage legal counsel. 

(k) To submit an annual report to each of the member municipalities, 
containing a detailed financial statement, and a statement showing the 
method by which the annual charges assessed against each municipality 
were computed, together with such additional information relating to 
the operation and ‘maintenance of such school or schools as may be 
deemed necessary by the district school committee or by the city council 
of said city or by the selectmen of any member town. 

(1) To employ an administrator who meets the qualifications for a 
director of a state aided vocational school as established by the division 
of vocational education of the department of education, and said ad- 
ministrator shall have all the powers and duties imposed upon school 
superintendents by law. 

(m) To adopt an annual operating and maintenance budget, not later 
than December first. 

Section 7. The powers, duties and liabilities of a regional school 
district shall be vested in and exercised by a regional district school 
committee organized in accordance with the agreement. The committee 
shall choose a chairman by ballot from its membership. It shall appoint 
a secretary and a treasurer who may be the same person, but who need 
not be members of said committee. The treasurer shall receive and take 
charge of all money belonging to the district, and shall pay any bill of 
the district which shall have been approved by the committee. The 
committee may appoint an assistant treasurer who need not be a mem- 
ber of the committee, and who shall, in the absence of the treasurer, 
perform his duties and shall have the powers and be subject to the re- 
quirements and penalties applicable to him. The treasurer and assistant 
treasurer may, by vote of said committee, be compensated for their 
services. The treasurer and assistant treasurer of said district shall be 
subject to the provisions of sections thirty-five, fifty-two and one hun- 
dred and nine A of chapter forty-one, to the extent applicable. 
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Section 8. The regional district school committee shall annually 
determine the amounts necessary to be raised to maintain and operate 
the district school or schools during the ensuing calendar year, and the 
amounts required for payment of debt and interest incurred by the 
district which will be due in the said year, and shall apportion the 
amount so determined among the several municipalities in accordance 
with the terms of the agreement. The amounts so apportioned for each 
municipality shall, prior to December thirty-first in each year, be certi- 
fied by the regional district treasurer to the treasurers of the several 
municipalities. ach municipality shall appropriate the amounts so 
certified, and in case any such municipality fails to pay over to the 
treasurer of said district the amount of its apportionment within the 
time specified in said agreement for such payment, the district school 
committee shall invoke the provisions of section thirty-four of chapter 
seventy-one of the General Laws. The city or town treasurer, as the 
case may be, shall pay the amount so appropriated or any amount or- 
dered to be raised by court decree to said district at the time or times 
specified in the agreement. 

SecTIoN 9. The regional school district shall be subject to all laws 
pertaining to school transportation; and when the agreement provides 
for the furnishing of transportation by the regional school district, the 
commonwealth shall reimburse such district to the full extent of the 
amounts expended for such transportation, except that no such reim- 
bursement shall be made for transportation of any pupil who resides 
less than one and one half miles, measured by a commonly traveled 
route, from the district school which he attends. The state treasurer 
shall annually, on or before November twentieth, pay to the regional 
school district from the proceeds of the tax on incomes, which shall be 
available therefor, subject to. appropriation, the sums required for such 
reimbursement and approved by the commissioner of education. There 
shall be allocated from the proceeds of the tax on incomes such sums as 
said commissioner shall certify as necessary for the payment of such 
reimbursement. 

Section 10. Each municipality comprising the regional school dis- 
trict shall continue to receive state aid for educational purposes in the 
amount to which it would be entitled if such district had not been 
formed; and such regional school district shall be entitled to receive 
state aid for construction of regional schools. The state treasurer in 
making annual payments to the several municipalities of the amounts 
required under chapter seventy of the General Laws shall pay to each 
municipality comprising a regional school district an additional amount 
equal to fifteen per cent of the amount to which such municipality would 
be entitled if such regional school district had not been formed. No 
payment shall be made under the provisions of the preceding sentence 
to any such municipality prior to the date of award of a contract for the 
construction of a regional school by the regional district school com- 
mittee. 

Section 11. The director of accounts in the department of corpora- 
tions and taxation shall annually cause an audit to be made of the 
accounts of the regional district school committee, and for this purpose 
he, and his duly accredited agents, shall have access to all necessary 
papers, books and records. Upon the completion of each audit, a report 
thereon shall be made to the chairman of the district committee, and a 
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copy thereof shall be sent to the mayor of said city and to the chairman 
of the board of selectmen of each town and the chairman of the school 
committee of each municipality which is a member of the district. 
The director shall apportion the cost among the several municipalities 
which are members of the district on the basis provided by section 
three of this act, and submit the amounts of each apportionment to the 
state treasurer, who shall issue his warrant requiring the assessors of 
the municipalities which are members of the district to assess a tax to 
the amount of the expense, and such amounts shall be collected and 
paid to the state treasurer as provided by section twenty of chapter 
fifty-nine of the General Laws. 

SEcTION 12. Non-teaching employees of the regional school district 
shall be eligible to be members of the contributory retirement system 
of the city of Brockton. 

SEcTION 13. No municipality in the regional school district shall be 
liable for any obligation imposed on any other municipality in said 
district by authority of this act, or of any agreement thereunder, any 
other provision of law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

SrecTion 14. The members of the aforesaid emergency finance board 
when acting under this act shall receive from the commonwealth com- 
pensation to the same extent as provided under chapter three hundred 
and sixty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and thirty-three, as 
amended, including chapter seventy-four of the acts of nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-five. 

SEecTION 15. The provisions of sections sixteen to twenty-eight, in- 
clusive, of chapter forty-four of the General Laws shall, so far as perti- 
nent, apply to the regional school district, but the provisions of said 
section sixteen relating to the countersigning of bonds and notes and the 
provisions of section twenty-four of said chapter forty-four relating to 
the countersigning and approval of notes and the certificates of the 
clerk relating thereto shall not apply to said district. 

SEcTION 16. If any provisions of this act, or the application of such 
provision to any person or circumstances, shall be held invalid, the re- 
mainder of said act and the application of such provisions to persons or 
circumstances other than those as to which it is held invalid, shall not 
be affected thereby. 

SEcTION 17. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved June 25, 1963. 
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This is the second report of the Town Government Study Committee 
which was appointed two years ago to study the structure and operation of 
the Town Government and to recommend changes where they appear ad- 
visable. After a survey of Sharon’s municipal government and that of other 
towns, and consulting with authorities on the subject, we have concluded 
that Sharon, like its sister towns in the suburban Boston area, is beginning 
to suffer from the effects of administrative difficulties and is headed for 
serious troubles if growth continues without preparing the town govern- 
ment to cope with it. As the Bureau of Government Research at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts reports in its study “Administrative Organization 
in Massachusetts Towns”: 


“The two predominant impressions one gets from a study of tradi- 
tional Massachusetts town administrative structure are: (1) the lack 
of any clear-cut executive office which fulfills on a continuous basis 
the planning, organizing, staffing, directing, coordinating, reporting 
and budgeting functions; and (2) the independent nature of the 
many boards, commissions, and departments which are responsible 
directly and only to the town meeting.” 


Our Committee concurs with the general consensus of other Committees 
who have studied the problem of inadequate government structure in other 
towns, viz, that the most effective way to handle the increased workload and 
the complexities which arise from diffused responsibilities is to centralize 
executive authority and provide capable full-time supervision for implement- 
ing plans and policies formulated by Boards and Committees of interested 
citizens. 


Sharon has already started successfully in this direction by such moves 
as merging the offices of Town Accountant with Town Clerk; Treasurer with 
Tax Collector; and by consolidation of a Town Department of Public Works. 
Within the next ten years, we believe that our Board of Selectmen should 
have a full-time Executive Secretary supervising the operation of all of the 
major departments of town government if our growth continues at its present 
rate. We do not, however, recommend that transition to this form of Govern- 
ment be effected abruptly by the passage of sweeping special legislation or 
by adopting statutes which will completely change the format of our entire 
municipal structure and thus expose us to the danger of facing increasing 
difficulties with an untried organization. There are many examples of towns 
getting into trouble either because they changed so much of their govern- 
ment so soon that chaos resulted or because necessary changes were offered 
to Town Meeting in comprehensive proposals so broad in scope that they 
could not find enough support for enactment; and, as a consequence, nothing 
was done to improve admittedly bad situations. 


The policy of this Committee is to recommend, on a continuing basis, 
specific changes directed toward the centralizing of responsibility objective 
set forth above so that the Town can reach that goal without interfering 
with the orderly process of its government or disrupting the livelihood or 
morale of its employees. 
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LAST YEAR we recommended, and the Town adopted, the following: 
(1) final abolition of the fee system for compensating employees; 
(2) establishment of an Industrial Development Commission; 


(3) consolidation of the offices of Treasurer and Collector of Taxes. 


THIS YEAR we recommend that this Committee be continued with a 
specific direction to frame for action at next year’s Town Meeting a proposal 
with respect to providing administrative engineering support for Town 
activities. 


Summary of This Year's Study: 


During the past year this Committee devoted its efforts to what it con- 
siders to be the most significant problem of the Town’s government and the 
keystone for solving many others. It is obvious that Sharon, in the immediate 
past and for the proximate future, is seriously involved in physical growth. 
When a town doubles its size within a ten-year span as we have, there is 
bound to be an impact of increased responsibility and workload on those 
arms of the town government which must: plan for this growth; promulgate 
and enforce regulations to insure that both the town and its new citizens are 
protected from inadequate construction for housing the growth; and, integrate 
the new construction into our tax structure fairly and efficiently. 


This growth of the town, as represented by the volume of new homes, 
has put our Planning Board in a position where they spend so much time in 
administering present construction that they have difficulty in planning for 
the future. The Board of Health is required to spend so much time in 
approving new construction that they are unable to give attention to other 
items and programs of direct concern to the public health. The three 
Assessors, working part time, have accummulated such a workload that their 
hours of effort and total compensation are approximately what might be 
budgeted for a full-time professional Assessor; and, the Selectmen are faced 
with the responsibility of properly controlling building programs with no 
engineering help other than what they can spin-off from a Public Works 
Department already over-burdened with their own problems of highway con- 
struction and maintenance, water main servicing, etc. 


This situation has led us to conclude that the Selectmen, if they are to 
be more effective in supervising and controlling the growth of the Town, 
must have assistance in enforcing the regulations which are promulgated 
by the Planning Board and the Board of Health. This should insure that new 
construction is well ordered. We also believe that a strong inspection system 
with properly policed permits is not only a key factor in such enforcement, 
but is also the basic ingredient’ in sound assessment of new real estate values. 
Consequently, we feel that if the structure of the Town Government is changed 
so that the Selectmen are clearly responsible and adequately staffed for en- 
forcing the regulations and implementing the policies of the Board of Health, 
the Planning Board and the Board of Assessors, these Boards will then be 
able to devote more time to policy making and planning. The net result 
should be better policy and more effective implementation. 
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Adequate authority for accomplishing these objectives has, to a very 
considerable extent, already been entrusted to the Board of Selectmen by 
the special legislation (Chapter 41 of the Acts of 1954) which set up our Public 
Works Department. It might be necessary, however, to either adopt present 
enabling legislation available in the General Laws of the Commonwealth or 
to seek further special legislation to assign to the Selectmen sufficient re- 
sponsibility to insure the effective coordination, efficiencies and economies 
which we envision. Although, it would not be an absolute necessity, this 
shift of responsibility to the Selectmen would probably be effected by having 
the members of the Board of Assessors and Board of Health appointed by 
the Selectmen or some independent appointive authority such as a com- 
mittee comprised of a Selectman, a representative from the Board concerned 
and other appointees, or a special nominating committee. 


Two reorganization plans which have been studied by this Committee 
and discussed with the Selectmen and other Town Officers, Committees and 
Boards are charted on the facing page. 


Chart A shows the type of organization which this Committee feels 
Sharon should adopt as soon as possible. It would provide a full-time 
engineering-administrative staff adequate for supervising all of the engineer- 
ing, construction and related activities carried on by, or in, the Town; and, 
would relieve policy making boards from routine administrative duties. It 
would, however, introduce an immediate increase into the cost of operating 
the Town Government. Therefore, we will not recommend it until we are 
convinced that the resulting efficiencies and economies will offset the in- 
creased cost. 


Chart B shows an interim reorganization which could be put into effect 
at the present time without any significant increase in overall operating costs. 
The key to this approach is to convert the main burden of our assessing 
function from a part-time operation by three individuals to a full-time re- 
sponsibility for one. It is believed that if a person with adequate engineer- 
ing background is selected for this position he can also supervise inspections 
and enforcement of building, health, etc. regulations in such a manner, since 
he will be available on a full-time basis, that some of the costs and in- 
efficiencies of inadequate communication between independent part-time 
departments, and some consulting services, can be eliminated. 


The Selectmen, whose responsibilities will be increased by our proposals, 
even though their actual workload as far as administrative details are con- 
cerned should be lessened, have considered our plans with interest and under- 
standing. They prefer, however, to continue for the present to handle the 
issues to which we have directed our attention with the present organization 
aided by a more extensive use of consultants. We understand their position 
and realize that all Town Officers affected by changes of the sort which we 
propose will want time for careful consideration before they endorse a de- 
parture from the status quo. 


For these reasons, and because this Committee believes that any changes 
in Town Government should be thoroughly understood by voters and officials 
alike and be supported by a general conviction that such proposals will in- 
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troduce efficiencies and economies which are in the best interest of the Town, 
we have refrained from attempting to initiate any changes at the 1964 Town 
Meeting. If, however, the townspeople feel that our recommendation for 
increasing engineering assistance to the Selectmen has merit and vote to con- 
tinue this Committee, we will work with the Selectmen and the various Town 
Board and Departments concerned to prepare specific recommendations for
